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LAND RESERVES FOR MILITARY PURPOSES 


HE Government has issued a report on the land it 
regards as demanded for specifically military 
purposes in training and experimental work. Realising 
the strong public feeling against the sterilisation of land 
in the comparatively limited area of Great Britain, it puts 
forward a very carefully reasoned claim for its proposals. * 
It is recognised that such a claim must, to some extent, 
conflict with those of agriculture, forestry, fisheries and 
amenities, and the report endeavours to minimise the 
effect its demands would have on these other uses of 
the land. The total area of Great: Britain is estimated 
at 56 million acres, 30 million being good farm land, 
and 15 million rough grazing. It might be thought that 
the remainder, less the scenic and nature reserves, would 
be adequate for military purposes, but it is clearly 
demonstrated that most of this is unsuitable by reason 
of its remote location or its surface character; therefore 
some encroachments have to be made on the first two 
classes, including in some cases those challenged as 
objectionable. 


The total proportion held before the last war was. 


trifling, some 252,000 acres; during the war this rose to 
11,547,000 acres. The demand for the future is 702,000 
acres, but these figures are apart from airfields, etc., 
totalling about 325,000 acres, also an increase, as is 
quite comprehensible, on pre-war requirements. The 
reasons why more land is now needed for war training 
are, firstly, that National Service is to be continued in 
peace time ; secondly, the larger space required by modern 
weapons and maneeuvres; and thirdly, the increased use 
of explosives and live ammunition in training methods. 


This space demand has naturally led to the suggestion 
that as much training as possible should be transferred 
to the Dominions and Colonies. It is pointed out that 
this is a practice in the Regular Army abroad at the 
present time, though some units have to be provided for 
at home, apart from the amount of reorganisation it 
would involve in case of an outbreak of war. It would 
also be difficult to organise in relation to a short service 
system, though it. might have advantages in encouraging 
emigration. . It is already recognised that Great Britain 
is an unsuitable location ‘for experiments with rocket- 
bombs and other.weapons of a similar character. 

It is explained that the difficulties of national security 
and of transport prevent the greater part of training 
being carried out overseas, while the unsuitability of the 
terrain and the location of existirig accommodation 
make it impracticable to use Northern Ireland or the 
remoter parts of Scotland as important training areas. 
In the rest of the United Kingdom it is regarded as 
obviously essential to avoid as far as possible good 
agricultural land, that reserved for afforestation and the 
catchment areas for water supply. Then, also, an effort 
would be made to exclude common land near large 
centres of population except for the training of local 
members of the auxiliary forces in such a form as to 
interfere as little as possible with the public rights of 
access. 

The criticism that a choice has sometimes been made 
of districts having a high landscape and recreational 





* Needs of the Armed Forces for Land for Training and other Purposes, 
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value is met by the reply that those parts of high amenity 
importance would be unsuitable for military purposes. 
It has been suggested that all Army training should be 
carried out near the existing main military centres such 
as Aldershot, Colchester and Catterick, but according to 
the present programme, the number of military centres 
having been greatly expanded, the training grounds must 
be more widely distributed. We cannot afford, it is 
urged, to abandon the more important existing organ- 
isations, and must therefore complete these with the 
required training grounds as best we can. It is felt that 
the total requirements of the Services have been reduced 
to the minimum permitted by present conditions. A 
special Inter-Service Committee has been formed to 
share such areas and thus economise the land to be 
acquired as far as possible. 

In cases where such land is planted with trees or 
capable of afforestation, it is intended that there shall 
be close co-operation between the Service Departments 
and the Forestry Commission, as well as the Ministry 
of Agriculture. It might be suggested that the Ministry 
of Town and Country Planning should also be included 
at this stage. In estimating the additions required it 
may be noted that about 40 per cent. of this land is 
already in the ownership of the Services, and that in 
only over another 20 per cent., some 140,000 acres, 
will complete exclusion of the public be demanded. 
It is claimed that the maximum loss to agriculture 
would be 14,000 acres and that a large proportion of 
the remainder would still be available for grazing. 

It is regarded, in view of the importance of home 
agriculture, home-grown timber, water sources, fisheries 
and recreation, as most desirable that both local 
authorities and amenity societies should have full 
opportunity to make representations upon the effect of 
the military proposals on the interests they represent. 
The procedure suggested is as follows : regional con- 
sultation with the Ministry of Town and Country 
Planning, the local authority and the water interests, 
in which the Ministry would submit the views of amenity 
and scientific societies having no regional organisation. 
Following this, consideration of proposals by an Inter- 
Departmental Committee, and in many cases a public 
inquiry of the usual type, the President being selected 
by the Ministry of Town and Country Planning. 

In general the procedure laid down in this document 
seems to be well considered and cautious in its methods, 
but reading between the lines it is obvious that very 
vigorous efforts will be made to secure the land and other 
facilities that have already been marked down as.appro- 
priate to the requirements of the armed forces.’ There 
will, however, be a strong feeling in opposition’ to 
them in many instances, due less to the special conditions 
in these than to a widespread impression that the 
disastrous results of the last war had convinced the 
civilised world of the futility of warfare as a remedy for 
social and racial divergencies. It is regrettable that 
recent events have disappointed these expectations but 
the present position goes far to justify those in charge 
of our national defences in taking such steps as appear 
to them necessary. The millennium that was hoped for 
when the United Nations Organisation was formed 
cannot be regarded as having reached a stage that 
encourages an optimistic attitude.

Monumentality in Architecture. 


An architect recently returned from the 
West Indies tells us that the outcry which 
took place a short while ago connected 
with a proposed new Embassy to be built 
there was viewed with not a little amuse- 
ment by the inhabitants. The new build- 
ing, reminiscent of Leoni with an admix- 
ture of American Colonial, is certainly to 
be no second ** Mannatian UNO,’’ but to 
criticise the thought behind the design 
{roughly speaking, that it should be a 
place reflecting tradition and a spacious- 
ness of living) is mere pedantry. To choose 
to ignore tradition, the best of tradition, 
is turning a back upon accumulated values. 

The crux of this well-worn controversy 
of Traditional versus Modern is really 
something to do with the development of 
monumental twentieth-century architec- 
ture.. Is monumentality essential to the 
new architectural scene? Even should the 
traditional way of life be thrown over-

board completely, and whatever the ‘‘ new 
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lifers ’’ say, this seems a pretty improbable 
happening, certain functions in life de- 
mand delineation, and in the architectural] 
sense this means that certain buildings 
should be imbued with a more definite per- 
sonality than others. Here tradition in 
architecture lends a helping hand; the 
character of the building is brought opt 
not by the question of mere size or expres- 
sive finishing but by the quality of the 
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detail. The Russians, in their new archi- 
tecture, illustrate this point to perfection : 
there scale is rip soar 5 and without 
humanising detail the whole thing resolves 
itself into a mere matter of size. The 
once grandiose becomes completely over- 
powering in that it has lost its relation- 
ship to human proportion. 

No solution .has yet been found in 
modern architecture to humanise material 
sufficiently to build on a monumental séale. 
The larger the building, the more likely 
is the architect to rely upon traditional 
precepts, whateyer his ambitions may be 
at the outset of the work: This brings us 
back to the West Indies. It would (pro- 
vided permission had been obtained from 
Whitehall—no easy matter) have been 
perfectly easy to have produced a com- 
paratively modern building, something, 
maybe, between the le Corbusier-ins ired 
work in Brazil and some recent Swiss 
work, but: it is difficult to see where any 
gain would have occurred had this course 
been followed. Monumentality in modern 
architecture is an art which has yet to 
be achieved. 


** Prefab.”’ Problem. 


Ir seems long ago that the word ‘“‘ pre- 
fabrication ’’ reared its. rather ugly head 
in architectural circles, Many architects 
reacted rather badly to it, seeing in it the 
seeds of their professional undoing; with 
its advent. they thought architectire would 
become irretrievably standardised and in no 
time at all resolve into an engineering pro- 
cess. This was, of course, the short view, 
and in any case virtual stoppage of build- 
ing has saved us from this un!ikely process. 
Nevertheless, it does seem (keeping in 
mind the country’ s parlous economic state) 
that prefabrication has come to us not us 
a crude makeshift, but as a singularly suc-

ture. Recently we have 
meet and talk to several ‘‘ prefab.” 
dwellers, and they all voice enthusiastic 
praise of their homes. Given-a choice 
between a converted flat in a Victorian 
house or even a brick house of the 
“estate ’” variety built between wars, and 
a ‘‘ prefab.,’’ preference seems to be on 
the side of the latter. They gave these 
‘reasons : There is no waste space and the 
house is easily and quickly cleaned; the 
puilt-in furniture reduces initial expense 
and saves floor space; the kitchen is well 
Janned and labour saving (in fact, it is 
considered the best type of kitchen obtain- 
able outside a luxury flat); plumbing is 
centralised and insulation is efficient. 
These practical reasons ie weight, but 
there is, of course, still a slight aversion 
among some to living in a house that does 
not (to them) ——— look like a house. 
Generally speaking, however, as an allevi- 
ating means of the housing problem, the 
prefabricated dwelling can roundly be 
considered a success. 


Siting and Costs of Prefabs. 

Problems of siting have not always been 
handled with care, and certainly a group 
of these houses huddled together with no 
trees in the near vicinity to soften their 
texture hardly looks like the accepted idea 
of an Englishman’s castle, but treated with 
imagination this aspect can be one of their 
most successful features. 

Figures recently, given in Parliament by 
the Minister of Works give rise to some 
misgivings, for temporary house prices 
must be kept within the scope of the aver- 
age man’s pocket. It would seem that the 
organisation of the construction of ‘“‘ pre- 
fabs’? requires simplification; somewhere 
the system is suffering from serious set- 
backs. With greater efficiency, more 
‘prefabs’ could be produced for the 


same cost. 


Furnishing to Fit the Family. 

THERE are few who profess no interest 
for interior decoration and the furnishing 
of homes. Shortages of fabrics and fur- 
nishings generally, regulations preventing 
even modest structural alterations, and an 
overall need to economise have served but 
to sharpen people’s desire to display a 
little ingenuity and tasteful discrimination 
in decorating their homes. 


The popular appeal of a booklet, ‘‘ Fur- 
nishing to Fit the Family,” brace 5, my 
lished by the Council of Industrial ign, 
Tilbury House, Petty France, London, 
§.W.1, is therefore assured. Its pages 
describe, with plentiful illustrations, how 
ten designers have furnished rooms of 
various kinds to suit different families. 

In the days of large families and low 
wages for domestic service it was possible 
to fit the house to the family and have 
separate rooms for individual members and 
their activities. 

Although families to-day are somewhat 
smaller, houses are proportionately more 
so, and the problem of furnishing to fit 
everyone comfortably into so little space 
taxes even the most ingenious housewife. 
The living-room must perforce be also the 
study, the nursery, the playroom, and 
often the workshop of the man of the 
house. 

These conditions are dealt with honestly 
and objectively within some fifty pages 
which abound with ideas, hints and prac- 
tical suggestions of every kind. The 
rooms ifistrated were part of the 
“ Britain Can Make It’? Exhibition held 
in London last year, and reflect the high 
uality of British industrial workmanship.

present time there must be added 
the acute shortage of millwrights cap- 
able of undertaking the repair of wind- 
mills; there are probably less than a 
score in the whole -country. The mill- 
wright was the ancestor of the modern 
engineer and has at all times worked 
in the closest contact with.the builder. 
He originally called himself a 
“wright ’—a man who wrought—and 
he had to be master of a number of 
trades. 

The early mills were built aimost 
entirely of wood (Fig. 1). The 
machinery was housed in a timber- 
framed and _ weatherboarded body, 
rectangular in section and with a steep- 
pitched roof. The whole of the body 
was mounted on top of 4 large upright 
** post,” resting on horizontal “ cross- 
trees’ and held by diagonal braces or 
‘** quarterbars,” which transferred the 
weight to brick piers supporting the 
crosstrees. The latter were not attached 
to the piers in any way, but simply 
rested on them, and there was a double

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THE REPAIR AND PRESERVATION OF 
WINDMILLS

met the crosstrees. The post socketed 
into a horizontal beam or “‘ crowntree ”’ 
at the level of the second floor of the 
mill body and the whole framing of the 
mill was built up round this, a steady- 
bearing or ‘‘collar” being provided 
where the post passed through the 
lower floor. The object, of course, was 
to enable the mill to be turned to face 
the sails square into the wind from 
any quarter. 

Windmills were first mentioned in 
Western Europe in the 12th century, 
but no technical descriptions or work- 
ing drawings were published prior to 
1702—a description subsequently repub- 
lished in Diderot’s Encyclopxdia, from 
which the accompanying diagrams 1 
and 2 are taken. 

Turning one of these “ post mills’ 
by means of the “‘ tailpole”’ projecting 
downwards from the rear of the mill 
demanded considerable effort, and by 
the 13th century an improvement had 
been effected in this respect. The body 
of the mill was fixed and only the top 
or “cap” carrying the sails was 
turned into the wind, while the body or 
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tower could be made as large as re. 
quired. Many of these “ tower mills” 
were of timber (Fig. 2), usually eight. 
sided, and were termed ‘‘ smock mills ” 
from their fancied resemblance to the 
smock frock once widely worn by 
countrymen. They were usually framed 
up with the corner posts resting on 
wood sills on top of a brick base. Other 


mill towers were built of brick or: 


masonry. It was usual for the mill- 
wright to undertake all timber work 
and smithing himself, but a builder or 
mason was called in for the tower. 

Repairs to mills nowadays fall into 
two classes—repairs to keep the mill at 
work and repairs to preserve it as a 
landmark. The former usually involves 
repairs to the sails, and to the cap 
in the case of tower mills. The mill- 
wright works with blocks and tackle, 
poles (Fig. 3) and cradles, and being 
used to them finds no need for scaffold- 
ing. He is also used to working at 
heights in what to others may seem 
very unsafe positions. He will, with 
a little unskilled help, build you a sail 
—it was often done on the site—and 
put it up or remove it in a short time 
(Figs. 4 and 5), and will work on a cap 
or the body of a mill from a cradle, 
while his equipment will usually in- 
clude some old wooden jacks. 

In days gone by he did his own brass 
casting for bearings, melting up old 
brass clock faces, candlesticks ané

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metal pestles and mortars,which to-day 
would be.worth considerable amounts 
as antiques. He sometimes did his own 
iron founding also, for the use of cast- 
iron was introduced into mill work 
about two hundred years ago. Previ- 
ously timber and wrought-iron were 
used entirely. 

The preservation of windmills as 
landmarks has been carried out in 
many cases by builders, If their 
tradesmen are unused to heights, scaf- 
folding is required and the expense 
of this has sometimes’ meant that the 
mill has been left to rot. 

It is important to remember that if 
a mill is not to work all possibility of 
damage by “tail winding” should be 
avoided. Tail winding is said to occur 
when the sails of-the mill face the 
opposite direction to that of the wind. 
When this igs the case, a post mill may 
be blown over, or the cap and sails of 
a tower mili be blown off. To avoid 
this possibility the hinged shutters, 
which form the working surface of most 
sails to be seen on the eastern side of 
England, should be removed and the 
sail frames left bare, 

Sometimes the weatherboarding of 
timber-built mills needs repair, and 
ideally new feather-edged boarding 
should have a 50 per cent. overlap. 
Where this has been done mills have 
remained weatherproof for years with- 
out attention. In the case of smock 
mills (Fig. 5) one of the most common 
causes of decay is that of wet penetrat- 
ing the weatherboarding at the corners 
of the sloping octagonal body. It rots 
the corner posts, runs down them and 
rots the sills. Zine soakers prevent 
this, but are seldom used, the most 
usual precaution encountered being 
lead flashing, which in practice does 
not appear to be as effective as the use 
of strips of good-quality sailcloth stuck 
on with red-lead paint and well painted 
over afterwards. 

In smock mills and tower mills the 
movable cap is built up on a horizontal 
framing: The two main timbers of this 
frame running fore and aft on either 
side are called the “‘ sheers ’”’ and often 
project at the rear of the cap to carry 


a stage and support the ‘“ fantail,” 


which automatically turns the cap and 
sails to faee square’ into the wind. 
These sheers are apt to rot when ex- 
posed to the weather. Replacing them

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complete is a difficult job and they are 
often plated with timber or even with 
steel girders. Stages are sometimes 
built round the cap and often round 
the tower of the mill also. These 
usually have wooden cantilever sup- 
ports which must be carefully exam- 
ined for soundness or a bad accident 
may result. 

To weatherproof the roof of a post 
mill or the cap of a tower mill-one of 
the most effective methods is to cover 
it with stout sailcloth well painted, 
when fixed, with several coats of white- 
lead paint. At the present moment it 
is almost unobtainable and ruberoid 
or tarred felt may,be used, but in such 
cases it must be securely fastened at 
the edges and the joints by hoop iron, 
protected with bitumastic paint before

fixing with galvanised nails. Any 
ironwork inside or out is best: wire 
brushed and painted with at least two 
coats of black bitumastic paint. « 
When a mill has been repaired as 
a landmark the greatest menace to it 
is frequently trespassers in the form 
of boys and hooligans, who will break 
open a door that is not well locked, 
bolted, barred and padlocked, and will 
break all the windows if given a 
chance. To counter window-breaking 
stout wood frames, well creosoted, 
should be fitted outside the windows 
and fitted with small-mesh chicken 
wire painted with bitumastic paint. Ti 
these stand away from the windows 
they will save most of the damage. 
Often the cap of a mill will not turn 
‘because the curb has distorted. The 
cause of this is usually a sunk tower, 
and if this is, the case the tower can 
be jacked up and underpinned—a job 
frequently done by millwrights in the 
past. Cracks developing in bri¢k 
towers can be checked by wrought- 
iron bands built in sections and put 
round the tower, the last bolt and nut

being fitted red hot and screwed up as 
rapidly as possible. On cooling the 
contraction is considerable and may 
be enough to close a small crack com- 
pletely. 

Ideally the painting of the mill 
should be undertaken every three 
years, and in any case the period 
ought not to exceed six years, while 
white-lead paint is far the best pro- 
tection. In conclusion, if a mill is 
kept in good repair ‘‘ with a good hat 
and a good pair of shoes,” its upkeep, 


‘apart from the chance of gale damage, 


may cost very little. Once allowed to 
deteriorate seriously it will decay very 


rapidly. 
OBITUARY 
H. S. East, F.R.1.B.A. (Ret’d). 

We zegret to record the death, at Laun- 
ceston, Tasmania, of Mr. Hubert Spring- 
ford East, F.R.I.B.A., in his 80th year. 
Mr, East won the Soane Medallion in 1895 
and was Aldwinckle Student in the fol- 
lowing year. He had been a partner, up 
to his retirement at the beginning of the 
war, in the Launceston firm of H. 8S. East, 
Ray Smith and Willing.

We regret to record the death of Mr. 
H. W. G. Tanner, who died aged 85 years, 
on December 10, after a short illness. Mr. 
Tanner was in charge of the erection of 
many notable buildings, among them being 
the Victoria and Albert Museum, the Im- 
perial College of Science and Technology, 
the Army and Navy Stores, and the R.A.F. 
Club in Piccadilly, for all of which he 
acted as clerk of works to Sir Aston Webb, 
P.R.A., the architect for these buildings. 

When the late Sir Herbert Baker, R.A., 
and Mr. A. T. Scott, F.R.I.B.A., were 
appointed architects for the rebuilding of 
the Bank of England, Mr. Tanner was 
selected by them to be their clerk of works. 
His knowledge of building and painstaking 
attention and loyalty to the architects he 
worked with contributed considerably to 
the successful completion of these build- 
ings. He remained at the Bank-of Eng- 
land until this contract was concluded and 
retired in 1940, although he maintained a 
keen interest in all matters connected with 
the building industry. 
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A.A. CENTENARY 
CELEBRATIONS 


PACKED three days of celebration 
of the Architectural Association’s 
first hundred years ended on Friday last, 
when a dinner in honour of the delegates 
was given at Bedford-square, a fitting 
climax to an extraordinarily successful 
rogramme, which began on Wednesday, 
ecember 17, when the President (Mr. 
Howard Robertson, 8.A.D.G., F.R.I.B.A.) 
and Mrs. Robertson welcomed their visi- 
tors from overseas. The latter, as invited, 
were: France, Pierre Vago, A. Laprade, 
and Auguste Perret; Sweden, Mr. and 
Mrs. Ahlberg; Switzerland, Professor 
Hofmann, M. Kopp, C. D. Furrer, and 
Professor Tschumi; South Africa, Pro- 
fessor and Mrs. L. W. Thornton White; 
Burma, Mr, Niebuhr, Tun-Sein and Tha 
Tun; Spain, Don Francisco Moreno, Don 
Jose and Sa. Muguruza, and Don R. F. 
Huidobro; Czechslovakia, J. Soucek, Mr. 
and Mrs. J. Krejcar, and V. Karfik; 
Holland, Van der Steur and B. T. 
Boeyinga; Denmark, Professor Thomsen ; 
Norway, Jens Dunker; and New Zealand, 
J. M. Dawson. 

Not all of these arrived, among them 
the Royal Gold Medallist-elect, Auguste 
Perret, but the enthusiasm of those who 
did brave the Continental strikes and the 
Channel was manifest. None travelled 
farther than Mr. Tha Tun, the Burmese 
delegate, who flew many thousand miles 
in order to pay his country’s tribute to 
the Association. 

In the afternoon the Exhibition was 
opened by Sir Ernest Pooley (chairman, 
the Arts Council) amid enthusiasm pro- 
voked by a display in which good design, 
enterprise and hard work had united to 
set the right note of celebration. The 
decorations took us right away from a 
period of straight lines and austerity. to 
the frills and inconsequences of 60 years 
ago. Keynote might be taken to be the 
enlarged reproduction in the library of 
the late Beresford) Pite’s magnificently 
‘“‘cuckoo’”’ design for a West End Club- 
house, which won the Soane Medallion in 
1882, one of a series of notable designs 
by A.A. Presidents from 1847 to 1900. 
The exhibition architect, Mr. St. Clair 
Oakes, has achieved a delightful effect 
with a little plastic, good lighting, and a 
great deal of hard work, to which the 
students made a great contribution and 
burned not a few midnight watts. In the 
two members’ rooms are examples of the 
work of presidents and principals since 
1900 in which a standard of design almost 
uniformly high is shown. The ‘‘ Scrap- 
book ’’ display in the slide room shows 
the lighter side of A.A. life and is note- 
worthy for a remarkably meaningless 
essay in abstract design using glass, and 
a series of attractive sculptured panels 
depicting the various premises of the A.A. 
enlivened by gay period figures in paper 
the work of W. L. Stevenson. 

On the second floor and the small studio 
on the third floor is a small display of 
students’ work by years. This work is of 
a uniformly -high standard throughout, 
though nothing surpasses in quality the 
imaginative design for an international 
exhibition in 1956, on the Bankside site, 
now, alas! doomed. The design, shown by 
a beautifully made model, is the work of 
A. J. Dakin, W. H. Drake, H. J. Ellery, 
J. N. Graham,and H. M. Tardrew, and 
with its buildings slung from parabolic 
arches has all the exciting-and gay charac- 
ter one looks for in’exhibition architec- 
ture. 

Wednesday’s celebrations were brought

Britain, declaring the Centenary Exhibition open. 


to a close by the President’s reception and 
dance, held at 66, Portland-place, and 
honoured by the presence of the Lord 
Mayor (Sir Frederick Wells) and Lady 
Nathan (Chairman, L.C.C.). The R.1I.B.A. 
headquarters’ provided a perfect setting 
for a great and colourful evening. Mr. 
Grey Wornum’s building rose once again 
to the occasion, as indeed it always does, 
and nearly, 800 A.A. members, delegates 
and guests were received by the President 
and Mrs. Howard Robertson. This was a 
cheerful and jolly affair and guests were 
with difficulty persuaded to go home when 
midnight struck. : 

On the Thursday the Dean of St. Paul’s 
preached the Commemoration Service at 
St. George’s, Bloomsbury, and in the 
afternoon there was a conference at 
Bedford-square, followed by an entertain- 
ment of delegates by the British Council. 
A gala performance of the Students’ Pan- 
tomime at the R.I.B.A. was given in the

STUDENTS’ PLANS 


As stated in a recent issue, the Students’ 
Society arranged a programme of celebra- 
tions which included a series of talks and 
discussions on matters of architectural and 
planning subjects which were opened by 
distinguished visiting architects. They had 
been preceded by a series of visits to 
public utilities and buildings in London as 
a result of which the students, on Decem- 
ber 15, passed the following resolution :— 

““This_ meeting of 250 architectural 
students, called to discuss the future of 
London, affirmed its confidence in the 
principles of the County of London and 
Greater London Plans, and calls on the 
Government and all the authorities con- 
cerned to press forward with them imme- 
diately. 

**In particular, the new towns of 
Stevenage, Crawley, Hemel Hempstead 
and Harlow must not be pigeon-holed. 
Adequate building and technical labour 
must be found and materials allocated to 


enable immediate large-scale construction . 


to begin so that homes and work can be 
found for the first 30,000 Londoners 
within the next 18 months.”’ 


South African Prospects 


Proressor L. W. TuHornron WHITE 
described in some detail the prospects for 
architects and architecture in East and 
South Africa, The .opportunities there, 
he said, were very great. South Africa 
was progressing enormously, and there 
were waiting lists of 70,000 people in 
various walks of life wanting to go there, 
and the building projects on paper were

difficulty in getting trained architectural 
staff, although the difficulty was being 
overcome a little by the return of men 
from the Forces. To give some indication 
of the progress there, eleven years ago 
ee had 28 students in the school in 

Cape Town. This year they started with 
281, which meant that the number had 
increased over 10 times in 11 years. The 
reason for part of that increase was, of 
course, due to the war, but, in addition 
to the 281 they turned down over 120 
because there were neither the staff nor 
the accommodation. . The number will 
certainly stabilise itself at something 
between 230 and 240 for the next decade 
or more. That was an indication of the 
number of people: being trained. 

Cape Town had just reclaimed several 
hundreds of acres of land from- the sea at 
the foot of the city exactly where it is 
most needed. The major buildings were 
already on their way so far as planning 
was concerned, and: a ‘team of specially 
selected architects was in charge of them. 
This work alone ran into many millions 
of houses, and would certainly last for 
20 years. 

In South Africa there was a very strict

building control, not so severe as here. 
It took two years to get a permit for any 
building work, and that was only given 
for essential work. No speculative work 
was allowed at all. A block of flats 
could~be built, but only if they were let 
to ex-Service men for a minimum period 
of five years, and at some economic rent. 
In those conditions there were not very 
many blocks of flats being built. The 
country towns of the Cape were progress- 
ing and turning over from the purely agri- 
cultural economy to an_agricultural- 
industrial economy, the industries being 
strictly related to farming. This brought 
tc the country towns the usual things like 
cinemas, shopping centres, cultural build- 
ings, and so on. Johannesburg was still 
a mining camp, consolidating into sky- 
scrapers, but there was an enormous 
amount of work to be done there. The 
architects there were very wealthy. people. 
Many of them had no assistants and were 
looking for young students for partner- 


ships. 
The Rhodesians were rather behind- 
hand. Certainly Rhodesia, which was 


primarily an agricultural area, had just 
about matured. Cultural life was only

just beginning. Architecturally, 
were not so many opportunities, 
many more than in England. 

There was more work at present in 
Kenya than anywhere else in East 
Africa, and there was a big future there 
for architects. 

In Tanganyika a lot of private enter- 
prise’ -would follow the Government 
scheme, which, considered the speaker, 
was very much over-rated, although it 
formed an excuse for the development of 
the country. Tanganyika was the place 
for pioneer work. 

In reply to questions, the speaker said 
there was a very strict Registration Act 
in South Africa. No one was allowed to 
practise architecture or call themselves 
architects except under registration. 
The Act recognised the A.R.I.B.A., but 
nothing else, so that anyone who qualified 
here would have no difficulty at all in 
becoming registered in the Union. Any 
one with a Continental degree had to go 
through a two-years’ course and qualify 


again. Even the most advanced people 
could not practise there unless they 
requalified. 


There was more and more Government 
work going on in South Africa, as well 
as in other provinces, but nothing like 
so much of an official hold on architecture. 
In the whole of the area from the Cape 
to Somaliland the majority of the work 
was done by private companies, even the 
official work. 

Materials came from all over the world, 
but very soon two major steel works would 
be producing everything they wanted. 
There were few decent bricks in the Cape, 
but a large amount in the Transvaal and 
in the towns. Timber was all imported, 
either from East or West Africa, or from 
Burma or the east of Scandinavia. The 
softwood in South Africa was not good 
enough for building purposes. Timber 
was rather expensive and, therefore, they 
designed in small pieces of timber rather 
than large chunks. The whole of the 
fittings were imported. Building costs were 
fairly high, and the 1938 prices had more 
than doubled. They could not build even 
an Army hut under about 30s. per sq. it. 
of floor area. The national housing cost 
was about 40s. per sq. ft. of floor area for 
single-storey houses. 

So far as the operatives were concerned. 
there were European artisans with native 
labourers, and there was a growing class 
of native artisans not recognised by the 
unions. After a two years’ fight they had 
been able to implement a promise to 
natives who joined the Army that after

their release they would be trained as 
building artisans. A native could , be 
trained as a bricklayer in a three years” 
apprenticeship. The Europeans laid 400 
bricks a day, and the natives rather more. 
They used to lay more—1,000 before the 
war. In a 100-ft. high building, it was 
found in one part of the building with a 
pattern on it that the Europeans laid 148 
bricks a day. They got 5s. 1d. an hour 
as ‘bricklayers. The natives got about 
ip,:..-2d. Many more _liberal-minded 
Europeans were needed there. 


“ Your City—Your Future”’ 


The architect's place in town planning 
was the most important point raised at a 
discussion entitled ‘‘ Your City—Your 
Future ’’ on Tuesday afternoon, Decem- 
ber 16. Mr. Graeme SHANKLAND, the first 
student speaker, explained that this meet- 
ing was being held as a culmination to the 
organised visits to many parts of London 
which had been a feature of the celebra- 
tions. The purpose of the discussion, he 
said, was to draw a general conclusion as 
to what should be done about London 
planning and, in particular, what they 
themselves could do. 

The position of the architect in relation 
to the town’ planner was mentioned by 
several speakers. Mr. Peter NEWNHAM, 
another student, maintained that the archi- 
tect should be responsible only for detail- 
ing a plan already made. He should, in 
fact, stick to his own job in which there 
was plenty of scope for imagination.

Mr. Howarp Rosertson, President of 
the A.A., said that, in his opinion, the 
town planner technician was often out of 
‘touch with the true needs of the people. 
This was where danger lay, unless he was 
helped by an architect. ‘‘I feel,’’ said 
the President, ‘‘ that the principal role of 
an architect is being philosopher, guide and 
friend to his client—with quite an accent 
on all three of them.” 

Tue PresipEnt’s view that the archi- 
tect should have more influence in town 
planning was disputed by Mr. Perrer 
SHEPHEARD, a guest speaker from the 
Ministry of Town and Country Planning. 
In his experience he found that many 
architects were setting themselves up as 
town planners and were likely to become 
dictatorial experts. He claimed that there 
was no such thing as an unqualified town 
planner; there were architect town plan- 
ners, engineering town planners and social 
town  pregene but the architect, who was 
one of a team, should not come into the 
picture until the town or country plan had 
been drawn. When the plan had been 
transferred to the 25-in. map the archi- 
tect should take over and have the final 
say in the matter. If architects refrained 
from demanding full responsibility and 
realised their positions as members of a 
team they had a good chance of being 
the key men in planning. 

The second guest aker, Mr. Don 


Reay, also a member of the Ministry, dis- 
cussed the proposed satellite towns of 
Crawley, Harlow, Stevenage and Hemel 
Hempstead. 


He pointed out that it was

difficult to put these plans into operation 
immediately. Harlow and _ Stevenage 
offered difficulties owing to the fact that 
they were, both outside the Metropolitan 
Water Board area, and while it might be 
possible to commence construction on one 
town it would not be possible to go ahead 
with work on both at the moment. Mr, 
Reay also spoke of the possibility of 
National Planning, in answer to a question 
raised by Mr. Henry Swatn, who did’ not 
believe the L.C.C. capable of tackling town 
planning alone. There was in, existence, 
said Mr. Reay, a framework for National 
Planning, and it was possible that this 
could be made to work in a year or so. 

There was general agreement,on a point 
which was heavily stressed by two 
students, Mr. ArtHuR SHANNON and Mr, 
Hucu Morrison. Both these speakers 
emphasised the necessity of recognising 
that the individual was of more import- 
ance than the building. Mr. Shannon 
claimed that there were two alternatives; 
we could either regard London as an 
abstract physical structure or as the direct 
reflection of the lives of its inhabitants. If 
we took the first alternative we would pro- 
duce only a museum piece. ‘‘ The vital 
thing,’’ he concluded, ‘‘ is that planning 
should be based on an appreciation and 
respect of the values and rights of the 
human personality.’ 

This. very human outlook was shared by 
M. Jaromir Krescar, who, in his lecture 
on Czechoslovakian architecture on the 


Wednesday, defined the funciion of the pro- 
fession as being the means of providing a

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man with happy surroundings. The most 
striking feature of this lecture was the 
revelation of the fact that the modern 
style of building was introduced on a lar 
scale in Czechoslovakia at a very ear! 
period after the first great war. 3 
Krejcar, who illustrated his talk with pro- 
jected photographs, put forward the theory 
that this was due to the fact that his 
country, being very small and having 
little architectural tradition, was less con- 
servative than larger countries, 

He went on to trace the history of his 
country’s architecture from the period im- 
mediately following the first world war, a 
period when building was largely being 
carried out by planners who were more 
interested in profit than esthetic or social 
values, Nevertheless, many architects had 
continued to seek public opinion and 
gradually a number of building firms took 
the initiative and began to consult archi- 
tects, ceasing to regard them as eccentric 
products of modern art, 


After illustrating his remarks on pre- 
war building,’the lecturer spoke of this 
country’s post-war social changes and, in 
particular, of the Two-Year Plan for recon- 
struction of economy and industry, of 
which the building industry formed an 
integral part. This plan was not offered 
as the only solution to the country’s need 
for rebuilding ; it was a preventive measure 
against the ruthless profiteering of private 
enterprise which followed the first world 
war. Although it was realised that only 
a well-organised State plan could promise 
prosperity, it was not the country’s inten- 
tion to nationalise more than was necessary 
for the sake of efficiency. Construction 
had already been commenced on some of 
the town plans, but Czechoslovakia was 
facing the same difficulties as other coun- 
tries. The shortage of labour and decline 
in efficiency could only be remedied: by a 
very high standard of mechanisation and, 
therefore, the future belonged only to big 
firms who had the means with which to 
replace manual work by machinery. M. 
Krejcar raised the question as to whether 
the architect would go under as a result 
of the architectural world becoming more 
scientific and making it more difficult for 
him to express this creative ideas. 


The. lecturer concluded by suggesting 
that the students should consider the possi. 
bility of exchanging an exhibition of their 
work with that of his own university, an 
idea that was enthusiastically received. 

The students had already had an oppor- 
tunity of studying methods of architecture 
in other countries, for an exhibition of 
work in Lausanne, Helsinki, Stockholm, 
Copenhagen, and Prague was displayed in 
the Morwell-street lecture hall during the 
celebrations, together with a selection of 
plans which Mr. Jens Dunker had brought 
from. Norway. — 


M. Duwnxer, who gave an_ informal 
lecture in the hall on Wednesday after- 
noon, was asked many questions relating 
to his country’s obstacles to post-war 
planning. There were labour problems, he 
said, in addition to a shortage of many 
materials such as iron, electrical fittings 
and bricks. This lack of bricks had neces- 
sitated the building of a number of con- 
crete houses and the problem had also 
been met by the erection of prefabricated 
houses, which had to be imported from 
Sweden as Norway had no suitable fac- 
tories for their manufacture. 

In answer to a question about recon.. 
struction planning, M. Dunker explained 
that it was intended to employ regional 
architects in the future. Norway, he 
pointed out, contained only 3,000,000 
people and the bulk of the architects lived 
in Oslo. When official buildings were re- 
quired it had previously been the practice 
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to hold a competition among all architects 
in the country who cared to enter. 

A question on the influences that con- 
trolled Norwegian architecture produced 
the explanation that although the wooden 
houses of Norway were a national. tradi- 
tion, the architects were very much influ- 
enced by what they had seen abroad when 
it came to the construction of brick build- 


ings. 
Le Corbusier’s Address 


The final lecture in the students’ cen- 
tenary week was given by M. Le Cor- 
BUSIER, who divided his talk into’ two sub- 
jects: the phenomenon of harmony in 
architecture and the principle of unity of 
adequate size in building. 

M. Corbusier, whose speech was trans- 
lated ‘by Mr. Clive Entwistle, told students 
of the Modulor, a scale of measure created 
in France which was analogous to the 
scale of measurement of musical sounds, 
The mode of music was, he said, the 
nearest of all the arts to architecture, for 
it was concerned with space’ and time. 
With the Modulor it was possible to put 
poems into architecture as one set 

armony in music. M. Corbusier attempted, 
with the aid of diagrams, to show that 
music was an architectural phenomenon; 
that the rhythm of buildings was a musical 
rhythm, and that it was possible to include 
‘* quite delicious harmony ”’ in a modern 
factory building. 

The lecturer went on to speak of the 
need for planning units of habitation which 
would create happiness in the home and 
allow for the phenomenon of participation 
which helped to destroy egoism. The main 
expense involved lay in designing the pro- 
totype. The fact that economy hese F 5 be 
realised in building numbers of these units 
had to be made clear to the authorities. 


. Corbusier concluded his lecture, 
which included the illustration of applica- 
tions of the Modulor and examples of the 
use of natural elements in building units 
of habitation, by giving details of his plans 
for a Cartesian skyscraper which were 
being considered in New York for the pro- 
posed erection of a United Nation’s head- 
quarters. This plan allowed for the pro- 
vision of a number of rooms, each with 
specialised fittings suited to the work 
undertaken in that room, and one room 
overlooking the Green Valley of the 
Nation, another proposed development, in 
which discussions could take place in 
pleasant conditions. 


Changing Trend of School Design 


The students’ centenary  celebations 
came to a close on Friday last with an 
international conference on a matter of 
even more importance to the students than 
their future work in reconstruction and 
replanning :—the problem of adapting 
methods of education to meet the require- 
ments of a changing society. The con- 
ference was divided into three sessions of 
discussion; the importance of technical 
training, the realisation of theory in terms 
of actual building, and the development 
of the student as artist, co-ordinator and 
responsible member of society. 


Varying opinions were given as to the 
need for examination up to matriculation 
standard before admission to an architec- 
tural school. One speaker maintained 
that such a qualification was essential, and 
suggested that the ‘‘ back-door ’’ methods 
of entering architectural schools should 
be discontinued in these days, when too 
many architects were being trained. This 
was disputed by other students, who con- 
sidered that where there was obvious 
talent without a technical background, the 


students should be encouraged. 
suggested, however, that incompetent 
students could be tactfully removed from 
schools. This rather delicate move would, 
be rendered unnecessary, according to 
another speaker, if one year’s training was 
given in secondary schools as a basis for 
architectural study. If this were done, the 
would-be architectural student would be 
able to decide whether he wished to con- 
tinue to study for the profession before 
entering a school. 

Other speakers were more in favour of 
the year’s basic training being given in 
the architectural school itself, although 
opinions were divided as to whether 
theoretical and practical study should be 
engaged in simultaneously. It was 
generally agreed that jhe tendency to study 
modern architecture before a knowledge 
of traditional work had been acquired 
should be eliminated. 

The second session dealt mainly with 
the relations between the studenis and the 
outside world, and the value of gaining 
knowledge and experience in a practical 
way. One foreign student, who was a 
member of the A.A., expressed his 
approval of the method of learning many 
‘““down to earth”’ principles by spending 
a certain amount of time on a building 
site, but disagreed with the A.A.’s policy 
of making work on the site an academic 
study. 

Closer co-operation between differeni 
technicians was strongly advocated at this 
session, during which members considered 
the architect’s isolation from those who 
executed his designs, and a suggestion was 
made that architects and other technicians 
in the industry should commence their 
basic studies together until such time as 
it was necessary for them to follow their 
individual specialised training. 


Value of Model-Making 


The session concluded with a discussion 
on the encouragement of drawing as a 
means of expressing three dimensional 
ideas and the merits of model making in 
architectural training. 

Doubts were raised as to the poisibility 
of studying principles of esthetics as a 
separate subject when the question was 
considered at the opening of the third 
session. It was argued that esthetics 
could not be divorced from its numerous 
links and that the key to the esthetic 
approach to architecture was an under- 
standing of people and their subjective 
emotional requirements. A time had come, 
it was said, when a decision had to be 
made as to what principles of esthetics 
réally constituted. 

This section of the conference also 
included a consideration of the use of his- 
tory as an academic pursuit, providing a 
cultural background to the study of 
architecture. It was generally agreed thai 
history should be considered from the 
point of view of the effect of social prob- 
lems on the lives of people and the conse- 
quent. effect on architecture of various 
periods. 

Other cultural and social aspects were 
dealt with in this concluding session, and 
during these discussions as in the earlier 
questions, A.A. students had the oppor- 
tunity of comparing the work and ideas of 
their own school with those of the visit- 
ing European delegates.

BUNGALOW. AT MARDON HILL, 


THIS BUNGALOW WILL OCCUPY A LEVEL 
site in a delightful, semi-rural resi- 
dential district on the ouiskirts of 
Leatherhead. Surrounding plots 


are already well laid out with gar- 
dens, hedges and trees. There is a 
stipulation in building that a strip 
of grass 25 ft. wide must be left be- 
tween the bungalow and the boun- 
dary hedge to the north-east. .The 
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kitchen is designed to be on the 
north-east corner of the building, 
and has access to a small paved 
yard. The dining-room is 10 ft. by 
9ft. The large lounge, 17 ft. by 
12ft., is on the other side of 
the entrance hall. This room re- 
ceives sunshine all day long from 
the windows on each side of the fire- 
place, and from a large bay window

at the far end, designed to catch 
late sun and views of the garden.

The 
sleeping and bathroom section of 
the bungalow are well separated 
from the living space, even though 
the hall has been cut to a minimum. 

Water heating will be by means 
of a domestic boiler in the kitchen.

JOINT CONTRACTS TRIBUNAL 


Tue Joint Contracts Tribunal, consist- 
ing of representatives of the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects, the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers, 
and the Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors, has received and considered 
representations that the R.I.B.A. 1945 
Standard Form of Contract should be 
modified to give effect to the following 
proposals :— 

(1) That the contractor should be re- 
imbursed by the employer for losses 
occasioned by delays in obtaining labour 
and materials, where such delays are 
caused by factors over which the con- 
tractor’ has not and cannot have any 
control. 

It is the opinion of the Tribunal that a 
modification of the standard conditions of 
contract which had the effect of taking 
away from the contractor and placing upon 
the building owner the risk and cost of 
delay in the supply of labour or materials 
would be subversive to the principles of 
a lump-sum contract and would not assist 
the industry to return to normality. The 
contractor submits his tender with full 
knowledge of the present shortage and out- 
put of labour aind of the controls affecting 
the supply and of the delays in the de- 
livery of materials, and he should make 
provision in his tender accordingly. The 
transference of the risk and cost of delay 
in the supply of labour and materials from 
the contractor to the building owner would 
have the effect of concealing for the time 
being the real cost of building. 

(2) That the contractor should be 
reimbursed for loss and expense suffered 
owing to excessive delays on the part of 
nominated. sub-contractors. 


The Tribunal would call attention to 
Clause 21 (a) (1) of the R.I.B.A. 1945 
Standard Form of Contract under which it 
is a condition of employment of a nomi- 
nated sub-contractor that he will indem- 
nify the contractor against the same 
obligations in respect of the sub-contract 
as those for which the contractor is liable 
in respect of the main contract. If, there- 
fore, it is an obligation of the contractor 
to complete the contract works on an 
agreed date, it would be essential for the 
contractor to include in any sub-contract 
he may enter into with a nominated sub- 
contractor a date for completion of the 
sub-contract works, Where the architect 
nominates a sub-contractor who is unwill- 
ing to accept an obligation regarding the 
time for completion of the sub-contract 
works, the contractor should apply to the. 
architect for instructions. It would then 
be open to the architect to vary the con- 
tract and to direct the contractor to enter 
into the sub-contract without provision 
for a definite date for completion of the 
sub-contract works or, alternatively, to 
nominate another sub-contractor who will 
accept a definite obligation in regard to 
the time for completion of the sub- 
contract works. 

In this connection the Tribunal desires 
to remind architects that in inviting esti- 
mates from prospective nominated sub- 
contractors or nominated suppliers for 
works or goods covered by- a prime cost 
or provisional sum they should advise 
such prospective sub-contractors or sup- 
pliers that the conditions of the main con- 
tract will be those contained in the 
R.I.B.A. 1945 Standard. Form of Con- 
tract, and that in the case of nominated 
sub-contractors they will be required to

Fire Insurance under Building Contracts. 
To tHe Epiror or The Builder. 

Stmr,—May we draw attention to a very 
important point in connection with fire 
insurance under building contracts which 
= easily escape attention? 

he Form of Contract generally used is 
that known as the R.I.B.A. Form of Con- 
tract under which the builder usually in- 
sures in the case of new buildings and the 
employer in the case of work to existing 
buildings. The purpose of insuring 
against fire is, obviously, to provide for 
the replacement of loss suffered through 
fire. From inquiries we have made, it 
appears that when a builder effects fire 
insurance he takes out a separate policy 
for each contract and insures for the 
contract sum. ’ 

With building costs always on the in- 
crease, it will readily be seen that it will 
not be long after a contract has started 
before the fire cover is insufficient. In- 
deed, in many cases, owing to licence and 
other delays, a contract will start based 
on prices of materials and/or rates of 
labour which have already increased since 
the date of the tender and in such a case 
the contract is under-insured from the 
start. 

In order to protect the interests of all 
concerned, the amount of cover for fire 
insurance ought to be reviewed from time 
to time and increased as and when re- 
quired. This is particularly necessary 
whenever there is any substantial increase 
in costs, such as rise in the rates of pay 
of building employees, as not only do these. 
increases affect the cost of that part of 
the works not yet built but, in the event 
of a fire, would affect the cost of the por- 
tion already built which would have to be 
built again at the increased rates. When 
it is realised that most contracts must be 
based on the rates of labour ruling prior 
to last month’s increase while many are 
still running based on rates of labour and 
prices of materials ruling even prior to 
that, it will be appreciated that a fire 
might well lead to financial disaster for a 
builder. 

It might be contended that where, for 
example, a builder undertakes the fire 
insurance, he is responsible in the case 
of a fire for any difference between the 
cost of replacement and the inadequate 
sum obtained from the insurance company, 
but of what use is it to have the responsi- 
bility fixed in a case where the deficit is 
so large, as well it might be, that the 
builder is not financially strong enough 
to meet it? The same remarks app'y 
equally where the employer undertakes 
the insurance. Since it is better to pre- 
vent trouble from arising and since it is 
clearly in the vital interests of all con- 
cerned (and of the builder most of alh 
to make sure that buildings in course of 
erection are adequately covered by insur- 
ance against fire, it would appear that, 
whoever effects the insurance, the archi- 
tect would be well advised to make sure 
that the insurance cover is at all times 
adequate. In any case, the builder 
would be wise to eae himself by- rais- 
ing this matter himself as and when 
necessary, irrespective of who effects the 
insurance. 

We need hardly add that although, for 
the sake of brevity, reference has been 
made only to increases in cost of labour 
and materials, there are many other items 
of increase in cost all of which increase 
the amount by which a building can be 
under-insured,

enter into a sub-contract incorporating 
those standard conditions. Prospective 
nominated sub-contractors or nominated 
suppliers should also be asked to state a 
period for completion of the works or a 
date for delivery of the goods. 

Architects will also appreciate that an. 
estimate from a prospective nominated 
sub-contractor or nominated supplier 1s 
normally given in anticipation of the 
giving of an order within a reasonable 
time. Where a long time elapses between 
the receipt of such an estimate and the 
commencement of the main contract archi- 
tects are advised to confirm the estimate 
with the nominated sub-contractor or 
nominated supplier before instructing the 
main contractor to enter into a sub- 
contract or place an order. 

(3) That the inability of the contrac- 
tor to secure the necessary labour and 
materials should be made a reason for 
an extension of time, and a new para- 
graph should be inserted in clause 18 of 
R.I.B.A. 1945 Standard Form of Con- 
tract accordingly. 


For the reasons given in paragraph (1) 
above the Tribunal is unable to accept this 
proposal. 

The Tribunal is, however, of the opinion 
that if the whole of the works are delayed 
for a period of one month by one or more 
of the causes (other than local combina- 
tion of workmen’s strike or lock-out) which 
by clause 18 of the R.I.B.A. 1945 Standard 
Form of Contract gives the contractor the 
right to an extension of time, then the 
contractor should have the right in present 
circumstances to determine his employ- 
ment under the contract. 

The Tribunal accordingly recommends 
that the period of three months mentioned 
in clause 20 (1) should be.amended to read 
‘‘one month,”’ and in the R.I.B.A. 1947 
Standard Form of Contract for the use of 
local authorities the item in the Appendix 
relating to clause 20 should be amended to 
read ‘‘ Period of Delay (if none stated is 
one month).”’ 

(4) That the cost of operating 
National Working Rule 2A (relating to 
time lost through inclement weather) 
should form the subject of a provisional 
sum in the bills of quantities. 


The Tribunal is of the opinion that the 
cost of guaranteed time under National 
Working Rule 2A is a contractor’s risk. 
While special circumstances might in some 
cases make it of advantage to both parties 
to cover this liability by a provisional 
sum, the Tribunal is unwilling to accept as 
general practice a proposal which would 
have the effect of placing upon the archi- 
tect the responsibility for decision in a 
matter affecting the contractor’s organisa- 
tion. 

(5) That the cost of operating National 
Working Rule 6 (relating to travelling 
and lodging allowance) should form the 
subject of a provisionat sum in the bills 
of quantities. 


The Tribunal is of the opinion that 
under present industrial conditions and-as 
a temporary measure where the site of the 
works or the volume of work being under- 
taken in the locality makes it evident that 
the contractor will be obliged to draw a 
considerable proportion of his labour from 
a distance, the cost of travelling time and 
lodging under National Working Rule 6 
may appropriately be made the subject of 
a@ provisional sum in the bills of quantities. 
The Tribunal expresses this view on the 
ground that it is desirable that the archi- 
tect should have power under the contract’, p 
to secure, so far as it may be possible, 
the adequate staffing of the job.

ELECTRIC LIGHTING 


TUNGSTEN AND FLUORESCENT COMPARED 


By F. j. Farmer, Assoc.!.E.E. 


A® one by one, the supposed disad- 

™ vantages of the application of fluores- 
cent lighting are being discredited, the 
choice between tungsten and fluorescent 
lighting ‘is beeoming _ increasingly 
‘ dependent on the economics of the problem. 

The higher efficiency, or lumens output 
per watt input of ‘the fluorescent tube 
above that of the tungsten lamp, can be 
used to produce two different resulis : (1) 
a greater degree of illumination for the 
same consumption; or (2) a similar degree 
of illumination with a considerable saving 
in the cost of electricity consumed. In the 
first instance, the higher capital costs in- 
volved to produce more light may, in a 
commercial undertaking, be quickly and 
tangibly recovered by way of an increased 
productivity of the users, and a reduction 
of “‘ wastage,’’ particularly during the 
hours of comparative fatigue,,and each 
application has, necessarily, its own specific - 
economic solution. As, however, there are 
many instances where the benefits of in- 
creased illumination are purely in the ab- 
stract and impossible of commercial assess- 
* ment, a general economic comparison of 
fluorescent and tungsten lighting can only 
be made applicable to the second group— 
i.e., where a similar degree of illumination 
is produced, when the extra capital cost 
of its production by fluorescent tubes is set ’ 
against the savings represented by the 
difference in cost of electricity consumed by 
the tubes and the less effrcient tungsten 
lamps of equivalent light output. 

Many different methods of comparison 
have from time to time been developed, 
some being elaborated to the point when 
the cost per lumen hour is made the unit 
for consideration. To the executive or 
architect charged with the responsibility of 
decision, such highly specialised analyses 
can be unnecessarily complex and a case 
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can be made out for the adoption of the 
simplest — yardstick of comparison 
which will embrace all.the factors. 


Design of Fluorescent Tubes. 

The design and manufacturing technique 
in respect of the fluorescent tube has 
steadily advanced to the point when defi- 
nite improvements ‘in performance were 
consolidated and announced by E.L.M.A. 
in December, 1946. 

The life of the tube, together with the 
average lumens output throughout the 
life, has been increased by approximately 
50 per cent. This improvement has, there- 
fore, outdated all previous calculations and 
rendered the adoption of the fluorescent 
tube a much more favourable proposition. 
On this performance, therefore, the econo- 


“mic analysis will be based. 


The quality or general effect of the light 
from a fluorescent tube when mounted in 
the flat channel dispersive type of fitting 
fixed on or near to the ceiling, as apart 
from the local application necessitating the 
heavy type directional trough reflectors, is, 
by reason of the low surface brightness, 
freedom from glare, and _ dispersive 
characteristics, similar to that obtained by 
the use of the general diffusing type of opal 
sphere and stem fitting housing a tungsten 
lamp. In actuai light output the 5-it. tube 
emitting 3,040 lumens is better than the 
200-watt tungsten lamp with its rated out- 
put of 2,725 lumens. 

This approximatel 10 per cent. 
higher output will allow of the 
operation of a Coefficient of Utilisa- 
tion for fluorescent lighting of 10 
per cent. less than that used for tungsten 
while still producing the same result. It 
can thus be stated in all equity that for 
general lighting ‘applications the 5 ft. 
fluorescent tube in the simplest channel 
type fitting is at least equivalent to a 200- 
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watt tungsten lamp housed in an opal 
sphere. This is basic, in the sense that 
both fittings are the simplest of their type, 
and in schools, hospitals, large shops and 
offices, etc., where mounting heights and 
zsthetic considerations preclude the use of 
the R.L.M. industrial type of reflector for 
general lighting, these fittings represent 
the minimum treatment possible, coinci- 
dental with good practice. Elaboration of 
the one will naturally require elaboration 
of the other if a fair comparison of effects 
and costs is to be preserved, but provision 
1s made for dealing with such variations as 
will be explained later. 

Accepting the statements given above in 
respect of the lighting equivalents, the 
factors remaining to be correlated in an 
economic survey are :— ; 

(1) The difference in consumption per 
hour. 

(2) The hours of user per annum, and 

(3) The applicable tariff for electricity 
consumed. 

All the above combine to produce a 
varying saving per annum to be set against 
a loss or additional cost per annum repre- 
sented by :— 

(4) The extra initial capital cost, and 

(5) The higher cost of re-lamping. 

-All these items are presented graphically 
on the accompanying chart. 

As the total loading of a 5-ft. fluorescent 
tube is approximately 90 watts, the extra 
10 watts above the stated rating being 
accounted for in thé control gear, the sav- 
ing in the amount of electricity effected 
per hour per tube employed instead of a 

200 — 90 
200-watt lamp is ————-Kw.H. or units— 
€.8:,: 44. 

It will be appreciated that the actual 
saving in the cost of electricity per annum 
depends on the hours of use per year and 
the tariff operating in a particular in- 
stance, and curves are plotted showing the 
cost in pence per annum of the .11 units 
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saved per tube per hour for any number 
of hours from 1-1,000, and for tariffs from 
i1d.-6d. per unit, the equivalent load factor 
values also being shown, 

oa 
Running and Installation Costs. 

These savings, however, are not achieved 
without the expenditure of a considerably 
greater capital sum on the installation of 
fluorescent lighting. As a representative 
example, the present net cost of an opal 
sphere fitting of competitive design and: 
finish, complete with lampholder and 200- 
watt lamp, can be taken at £2, comparing 
with the net cost of a 5-ft. channel type 
ceiling fitting, complete with control gear 
and tube, at £5 15s, 

There are two methods of comparing this 
extra expenditure of £3 15s. per tube with 
the savings in cost of electricity effected— 
viz., (1) by dividing the amount of saving 
per annum into the extra cost to arrive at 
the number of years before the capital 
cost is recovered; and (2) by reducing the 
actual extra capital cost to terms of annual 
expenditure by the addition of the loan in- 
terest and an amount to cover depreciation 
or repayment of capital over the assessed 
life of the equipment, this sum being then 
available for direct comparison with the 
annual saving. 

Using the second method, and assuming 
2 per cent. interest and a 10-year life, the 
£3 15s. extra cost is reduced to a charge 
of 108d. per annum. This charge, being in- 
dependent of the hours of use and the 
tariff, can’ be represented on the chart by 
a dotted line A-Al drawn from the same 
vertical scale as- the pence saved per 
annum, The points of intersection of this 
line and those representing the savings 
show the critical number of hours of user 
per annum for each tariff, above or below 
which it becomes economically favourable 
or otherwise to the adoption of fluorescent 
lighting. 

This particular application of fluorescent 
lighting becomes economically advantage- 
ous at and above 164, 179 and 196 hours 
of use per annum, with electricity. at 6d., 
53d. and 5d. per unit, respectively, whilst 

‘at, say, 300 hours of use, the saving per 
annum by using tubes for the three tariffs 
is respectively 198 — 108 = 90d.; 181 — 
108 = 73d.; and 165 — 108 = 57d. per 
tube. 

The actual differences in the capital costs 
producing the annual charges in pence can 
also be shown to the same scale as the 
pence column, and the critical value of 
load factor can be obtained for any differ- 
ence in cost existing between such various 
designs of tungsten and fluorescent lighting 
fittings as may be under review for any 
tariff operating. The actual cost difference 
can also be plotted at different scale values 
to coincide with the common savings and 
cost pence column in accordance with the 
varying percentages of interest and assess- 
ment of life producing the annual charges 
that, might apply, as shown by scale B 
giving the annual values based on 24 per 
cent. interest and eight, years of life. The 
dotted line B-B1 plotted represents the 75s. 
reduced to annual charges with Scale B 
operating (135 pence). . 


Re-lamping Considerations. 

The re-lamping must now be considered. 
The 5-ft. tube rated at 3,000 hours of life, 
costing 18s. net, is set against the cost of 
three 200-watt tungsten lamps at 4s. 7d. 
each net—i.e., 13s. 9d., which at the rated 
life of 1,000 hours would, theoretically, be 
necessary to produce the equivalent lamp 
hours of the tube. 

This extra annual cost of re-lamping a 
fluorescent tube installation can be ob- 
tained for any application by dividing the 
actual difference in lamp costs (i.e., 18s. 
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minus 13s. 9d. =° 4s. 3d. or 51d.) by the 
factor given herewith :— 
No. of hours on which the total difference 
is caleulated— 
in this instance 3,000 





No of hours of user per annum. 

In the case of 600 hours of use per 

annum, therefore, the extra annual cost to 
51 x 600 
include for re-lamping would be—————_ 
3,000 x 1 

i.e., 10d., and at 1,000 hours 17d. 

The actual differences are represented by 
the line O—X plotted at the base of the 
chart. 

This factor can be absorbed by one of 
two methods—by reducing the gradient of 
the savings curves for the various tariffs, 
by the O—X values (as demonstrated by 
the curve O—Y drawn beneath the 1d. 
tariff line), or by adding the extra re-lamp- 
ing costs to the annual sums arrived at 
from the capital cost differences, when the 
horizontal Jines A—A1- and B—B1 together 
with others drawn as required, represent- 
ing the cost differerices, will become ris- 
ing gradients to embrace both the fixed 
and the variable factors as shown at AL 
and BL,on the chart. The latter method 
is recommended, 

The rising lines AL and BL drawn on 
the chart therefore represent the true 
annual charges, corrected to include for the 
extra cost of the fluorescent tube replace- 
ments, and the points of intersection of 
these costs lines and the savings plottings 
give the true critical load factors. The 
values previously stated for the three speci- 
fic instances—i.e., 164, 179 and’ 196 hours 
of use—are, therefore, slightly lower than 
the true values which are to be found at 
the appropriate intersections on the line 

This chart, scaled to cover a required 
range, would thus be of particular value to 
the engineer, architect or executive con- 
cerned with the problem of the introduc- 
tion of fluorescent tubes for general light- 
ing throughout .a district in which wide 
diversity of tariffs and hours of user might 
exist, and would save innumerable calcu- 
lations, 

Finally, as the need to conserve fuel 
would appear to be a long-term necessity, 
cognisance should most certainly be taken 
of the actual saving of electricity as apart 
from the purely financial aspects of the 
case in arriving at a decision. 


POST-WAR CHURCH 
BUILDING 


Cuurcu building at the best of times is 
beset with difficulties. To-day, owing to 
the country’s economic plight, it is vir- 
tually impossible and will no .doubt 
remain so for some time to come. Even 
when materials and labour are again avail- 
able, finance is bound to be a Serious diffi- 
culty, one that is recognised by the Union 
of Benefices Acts, under which it is pos- 
sible to demolish an ‘‘ unwanted” church 
and with the proceeds of the sale build 
another that is urgently needed elsewhere. 
It is doubtful whether present methods of 
raismg money for church building will 
ever be adequate to the need, and there is 
a clear opportunity, if not a duty, for the 
State, which takes so close an interest in 
the physical welfare of the people, to 
follow the precedents of 1711 and 1818 and 
again help to provide also for their 
spiritual needs—greater now than perhaps 
ever before—by building churches. 

However that may be, the building of 
a church is always certain to be a matter 
of warm human interest and competent 
guidance, particularly on atchitectural 
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design, decoration, furnishing and equip- 
ment, will therefore be needed if the 
building is to be in every way adequate to 
its sacred pu . Hence the need for 
good books on the subject. 

The title of the one under notice* does 
not very exactly convey its contents. In 
the first place, the work contains no post- 
war example of church building (because, 
we suppose, there is none to show), and 
in thesecond it is not ** practical”’ in the 
text-book sense of that word. It is a col- 
lection of essays on various aspects of 
church building—design, decoration, fur- 
nishing, equipment, etc.—by a number of 


distinguished authorities—Sir Charles 
Nicholson (‘‘ Planning a _ Post-War 
Church,” ‘‘ Building the Church : Styles 


and Requirements,” and ‘‘ An English 
Church and its Surroundings i: Pre- 
bendary Eley, of St. Paul’s (“‘ The Great 
Adventure: A New Church”); N. F. 
Cachemaille-Day (‘‘ Church and Com- 
Hope Bagenal (‘‘ Church 
Acoustics”’); Judith D. Guillum Scott 
(‘Church Windows: Modern Stained 
Glass ’’ and ‘‘ Church Plate”); Albert A. 
Hughes (“ Bells and Bell Towers”); 
Geoffrey Webb (‘‘ Building and Furnish- 
ing an Altar according to. the Roman 
Rite ’’); Francis C. Eeles (‘‘ The Anglican 
Tradition: Ornaments and Fittings”’); 
Colonel Bertram Shore (‘‘ Heating and 
Ventilation ’? and ‘‘ Church Lighting ’’); 
The Rev. Andrew Freeman (‘‘ The Organ 
in the Post-War Church’’); and Liewel- 
lyn E. Williams (‘‘ Church Woodwork : 
Pews, Pulpits, Altar Rails and Screens ’’). 

The book contains much sound advice 
and general and particular information on 
the various subjects, but there is a cer- 
tain amount of overlapping in three of the 
contributions that might have been 
avoided. Many excellent illustrations are 
included, particularly of craftsmanship in 
stained glass, church plate, etc., and there 
are many views of interiors, both ancient 
and modern. A few useful plans and sec- 
tions are given with Sir Charles Nichol- 
son’s and Mr. Hope Bagenal’s contribu- 
tions. The book, however, would have 
been strengthened from the point of view 
of the architect by the inclusion of a num- 
ber af good representative examples of 
modern churches, with their plans. Only 
one view of a modern exterior is shown, 
that of the Bishop Hannington Memorial 
Church, Hove, by Mr. Edward Maufe, 
and there is no plan of it. 

All the half-tone illustrations are beau- 
tifully printed on art paper, but owing to 
their interposition at intervals of 4, 8, 12 
and sometimes 16 pages, some of them do 
not appear with the contributions to which 
they refer. One or two, incidentally. 
might well have been omitted. In a future 
edition it might be a better plan to group 
the half-tone illusirations at the end. 

A small point of fact. Sir Charles 
Nicholson, in a reference to St. George’s 
Cathedral, Southwark, writes: “‘ It may 
be hoped that St. George’s may be repaired 
by someone in sympathy with Pugin’s 
work.”” It may be recalled that Mr. 
Romilly B. Craze, F.R.I.B.A., of Messrs. 
Milner and Craze, was appointed as archi- 
tect for the proposed reconstruction, in 
association with Mr. E. J. Walters. 
F.R.I.B.A., more than two years ago, and 
his designs were illustrated in The Builder 
for January 11, 1946. 

The book a rs to be especially de- 
signed for the layman, to whom it should 
be useful as a work of general information 
and referende.

REINFORCED CONCRETE 
AND ARCHITECTURE 


PAPERS AT LONDON MEETING 


A meeTinG of the Reinforced Concrete 
Association was held at the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, Greaf George-street, 
S.W.1, recently, when the President of 
the Association (Mr. E. W. Keer) was in 
the chair, and papers were read hy Mr. 
Leslie Gale, F.R.I.B.A., Mr. J. Singleton- 
Green, A.M.I.C.E., and others. Mr. Gale 
spoke on ‘* Architectural Design ’? and Mr. 
Singleton-Green on ‘‘ Materials.’’ We take 
the following extracts from the proceed- 
ings. a ; 

Mr. Gate said : In talking of the future 
trend of reinforced concrete irom the archi- 
tectural aspect,’ it is necessary to restate 
the motive of the designer as outlined by 
the R.1.B.A. Commititee in the section on 
in situ concrete in its “‘ Report on the 
Architectural Use of Building Materials.” 
The Report states : ‘‘ There is the esthetic 
desire to design a completely homogeneous 
structure whose visible surface should ex- 
press the composition of its hidden parts, 
and to derive the economic advantage of 
saving expensive material .and labour.” 
Let us see how far we have travelled along 
this road, and what still remains before 
we achieve this objective, considering the 
factors which in the future will speed us 
on our way. The provisions of the new 
Town and Country Planning Act will 
require buildings and _ structures to 
harmonise with their natural surroundings. 
This will mean closer collaboration than 
ever before between the architect and the 
engineer. There are, of course, examples 
of recent collaboration in this country, 
notably in Waterloo Bridge. 


The Steel Shortage. 

The next prime factor which will have 
a bearing on the future trend of architec- 
tural design is, curiously enough, the 
shortage of steel. The architect will be 
forced, ‘willy-nilly, to consider alternatives 
to the steel-framed structure to which he 
has ‘been wedded for so long. The advent 
of shell concrete construction with the 
barrel vault roof has sliown that a single- 
storey factory can be designed with about 
two-fifths of the steel required for a steel- 
framed job, and at the same time the 
problems of natural light, insulation and 
internal finishings can be dealt with satis- 
factorily. 

The further developments in prestressed 
concrete will, together with shell concrete, 
indicate to the architect that he has at 
hand a material which is virtually plastic, 
enabling hhim to evolve new shapes with a 
mew conception in design. 

We can, I hope, look forward to over- 
coming the difficulties hitherto present in 
dealing with colour and texture in exposed 
concrete and develop the technique of 
treating architecturally the expansion 
joints and construction joints. 

To achieve perfection, which, after all, is 
the. mission of the architect, it will be 
necessary for the already over-burdened 
architectural student to be given a better 
opportunity of studying reinforced concrete 
design, using the word in its broadest 
sense; for imtial training in the apprecia- 
tion of the visual arts and in the funda- 
mental principles of architecture to be 
given in the secondary schools, and for con- 
creters, formworkers and steel benders to 
be upgraded by futher training, so that 
they become craft trades. Finally, the 
building owner, more particularly the 
industrialist, must learn to appreciate the 
advantage of good design. 


* 
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Reinforced Ccncrete Materials. 

Mr. SINGLETON-GREEN said : A structure 
is no better than the materials in it. The 
most abstruse calculations and the most 
carefully prepared specifications may be 
nullified by the ‘‘ man with the shovel.” 
Good concrete is produced by men who 
know what they are doing. The training 
of skilled concretors is so important that 
several bodies are now taking steps to see 
what can be done. Everyone interested in 
making good concrete wants to see the 
development of the skilled craftsman idea. 
Many contractors have installed labora- 
tories, both for routine testing and re- 
search, 

Too many specifications state proportions 
of stone, sand and cement, and ignore 
the most important item, i.e., the water- 
cement ratio. I venture to hope that the 
ever-increasing interest in concrete: tech- 
nology will result in a wider adoption of 
better specifications. Only by making 
really good concrete shali we be able to 
get the result we all wish to achieve— 
good reinforced concrete structures at the 
right, price. 

I believe there is a general tendency 
towards the production of higher quality 


concrete. Thin sections such as shell roofs, 


need good concrete. It has been stated 
that, for prestressed reinforced concrete, 
the concrete should have a_ crushing 
strength of 6,000 Ib. per sq. in. at the 
release of the prestress. This indicates 
an increased use of rapid-hardening 
cements for this type of work. : 

I believe that the use of expanding 
cements in this country will not get far 
beyond the experimental stage for a year 
or two, though they are probably of value 
in some cases. 

A wide selection of admixtures is offered 
for improving concrete. Judging by the 
advertisement pages, their use is increas- 
ing. Some admixtures are a great help, 
and, given certain conditions, indispen- 
sable. However, the use of an admixture 
is not justified merely because it does the 
job. There may be other methods of 
getting the required result at a lower cost. 
Whatever the aim, no admixture should 
be considered as a substitute for good con- 
creting practice. 

At one time the reinforcement for con- 
crete was mild steel, plain or of special 
shape. Now, a choice can be made from 
mild steel, medium tensile steel, high 
tensile steel, cold drawn wire, cold twisted 
steel bars (single and twin). The trend 
seems to be tawards the adoption of the 
special steels, so as to use higher working 
stresses and to control the size of cracks. 

Much interest is being shown in light- 
weight concrete, and if suitable materials 
and methods are available at economic 
rates there should be developments in this 
field. Lightweight concrete contains more 
air than ordinary concrete. Lightweight 
aggregates provide the air spaces in the 
aggregate; expanded concrete has the air 
spaces in the mortar. 


Foamed Slag. 

It seems likely that improved manu- 
facturing processes will. enable foamed 
slag to be obtained at attractive prices 
in many areas. Expanded clay aggregate 
is not yet available in this country on a 
commercial scale, but there should be sup- 
plies in a year or so. An aggregate weigh- 
ing 14 lb. per cu. ft. has an obvious 
appéal. Its use in reinforced concrete 
would solve a few problems; and I believe 
it will be used in this way in the near 
future. 

Work in U.S.A. suggests that air- 
entrained concrete has advantages, but it 
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is not clear that conditions in this country 
will lead to identical conclusions. An 
American writer states that ‘‘ we have a 
valuable tool to-day in air entrainment 
which, when judiciously used, is beyond 
reasonable doubt the outstanding contri- 
bution to concrete technology in many 
years.’’ We are looking for ways of giving 
concrete increased workability, so investi- 
gations. on air-entrainment are likely to 
continue. 

In proportioning and mixing, the trend 
seems to be towards the use of central 
plants. For a series of jobs within a 
specified distance of a batching plant, 
truck,mixers are the answer to many 
problems. Looking well ahead, one could 
say that many towns will have their truck 
mixer depots, which will supply concrete 
to any reasonable specification and in any 

uantity. Arrangements are in hand for 
the production of a British Standard 
Specification for Truck-mixed Concrete. 


People are looking for the perfect. method 
of treating concrete surfaces. search is 
in hand; more is needed. Purpose-made 
aggregates must not be overlooked. 
Absorptive formwork and applied treat- 
ments have possibilities. 

A recent article has shown-that under 
certain conditions ¢orrosion of concrete 
may be caused by sulphur-oxidising bac- 
teria. A search for a remedy may reveal 
an adequate surface treatment, or may 
result in the discovery of some friendly 
bacteria. 


Recent developments in the use of 
organo-silicon compounds as water-repel- 
lents are most interesting. The effective- 
ness of these materials seems to depend on 
the deposition of a particular type of 
siloxane Jattice on the surface of the 
treated material, which is water-repellent 
but vapour-porous. Developments in 
emulsion technique indicate that it might 
be possible to obtain this effect through- 
out a concrete mass. 

The necessity for construction and con- 
traction joints is likely to remain as long 
as concrete exists. Jointing materials are 
far from ideal, and it Sé¢ems reasonable to 
expect that research will produce a really 
good article.

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PRICE BUILD-UP TO-DAY—4 
By “CAIN” 


We have laid down the data necessary for 
price building. This consists of an output 
basis, the cost of employed labour in all 
trades and the quantities and cost of materials 
(see The Builder, November 21, November 28, 
December 5 and December 12); collation of 
the data in analytical form,’ under separate 
headings giving a description of the item 
as laid down in the Standard Method of 
Measurement and showing the quantities of 
the different materials required for that item; 
the separate and collective cost of those 
materials; the man-hours in their respective 
trades applicable; the separate and collective 
cost of the labour involved; and finally the 
total site cost of that item, in such a manner 
that increases or decreases in the cost of 
materials or rates of wages are readily adjusted ; 
this is the. next and final step in building up a 
price. 

It is in fact an analysis of the estimated 
cost of the ‘particular item referred to. 


Hereunder are extracts from an Analysis 
compiled by the writer. 

The final rates shown, it will be realised, 
are the net cost on site ; a percentage addition 
must be added to cover site supervision, 
establishment charges and profit. Should 
greater accuracy be required in determining 
the final rate this man bang obtained by calculat- 
ing to a further number of decimal places, but 
as there must be a limit, those given will be 
found sufficiently accurate for every-day 
estimating. ;

WIDE RANGE OF USES 

A smatt luncheon party was given by 
Messrs. Structural and Mechanical 
Development Engineers, Ltd., Slough, at 
the Holborn Restaurant, London, on 
November 27. Col. W. C. Devereux, 
F.R.Ae.S., managing director of Almin, 
Ltd., of which S.M.D. Engineers is an 
associate company, presided. A discussion 
followed lunch, and details were given by 
Mr. A. GoLpBeRG, managing director, 
Mr. A. F. Hare, A.R.I.B.A., and Mr. 
E. W. Sart, structural engineer, of the 
wide range of applications of aluminium 
in building and engineering projects 
to-day. Mr. Gortpsere outlined the firm’s 
extensive activities overseas, and summed 
up by saying that the fundamental contri- 
bution which aluminium alloys made to 
the building industry ‘was in the field of 
accurately fabricated components. 

In domestic work these would include 
doors, windows, cills, roof members, ceil- 
ing-board supports, etc., and for factories 
there were roof trusses, glazing bars, 
sliding doors, shutters, and so on. The 
extent to which aluminium alloys could 
be applied to multi-storey buildings 
varied according to the particular function 
of a building, and each case had to be 
judged on its own merits; for instance, in 
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certain chemical engineering works the 
special circumstances were such that no 
other material than aluminium alloy could 
be used. 


BOMBED BUILDINGS OF 


BRITAIN 


This second edition of a book* first pub- 
lished in 1942 brings the record of bomb- 
ing in this country up to the end of the 
war. It shows a collection of photographs 
of badly damaged and in some cases almost + 
wholly destroyed buildings, most of them 
of fine architectural quality or historical 
interest. It is not, of course, a complete 
record of the destruction inflicted on this 
country, but “twill serve! 

A book of this kind is necessary not only 
as an objective record of mutilated archi- 
tecture but as an emotional reminder of 
the appalling destructiveness of modern 
war. One cannot but wonder, however, 
at a malicious fate that destroys so much 
that is fine and valuable and lets off so 
much that*is ugly and worthless. 

Most of the photographs appear to have 
been taken immediately after what the 
Civil Defence Service used to describe, 
most inadequately, as ‘‘the incident,”’ 
and, as Mr. Richards says in his Foreword, 
they provoke ‘‘ memories of that peculiar 
air-raid smell of wet charred wood, of the 
blundering gait with which we picked our 
way over puddled streets criss-crossed with 
hoses on dark winter mornings, and of 
the familiar houses we saw splintered with

Cost of Temporary Houses. 

Mr. Key, replying to Brigadier Peto, sai@ 
the average cost of the shell of a Uni-Seco 
house, excluding doors and windows, was £305, 
He was advised by the Minister of Supply that 
the shell of an aluminium house was not manp- 
factured separately and its cost therefore could 
not be separately assessed. The average costs 
of the six most expensive fittings in the Uni. 
Seco house were as follows: Set of six cup. 
board fitments (steel) £99, (timber) : 
refrigerator (electric) £50 5s., (gas) £14 9s,; 
cooker (electric) £17, (gas) £13 5s.; solid fue} 
stove, £7 15s.; bath, £5 15s.; washboiler (clee. 
tric) £4 10s., (gas) £3 15s. Priees for fittings 
in aluminium houses were similar except that 
the cupboard fitments formed part of the struc. 
ture and could not be separately assessed. 
Requisitioned Buildings. 

Mr. Renton asked the Minister of Works upon 
what principle requisitioned buildings becoming 
vacant were allocated between Government de- 
partments, local authorities and private indi- 
viduals, firms or businesses who might require 
them; and why no steps were taken to fill such 
buildings until they became.vacant, even when 
it was apparent several months in advance 
that they were about to be vacated. 

Mr. Key said that the principle was to make 
buildings available to meet the most urgent 
need. Thus, as soon as buildings such as small 
houses and flats could be freed they were made 
available for housing. Similarly, schools, hotels, 
etc., which had high priority were derequisi- 
tioned without being offered to any other De- 
partment. Buildings which were’ of lower 
ingen A for- release might be retained for use 
y another Department. Departments were 
asked to give his Ministry the longest possible 
notice of: release of premises so that thejr 
future use could be settled. 


Rural Housing, 

Sir Raven Giyn asked the Minister of Health 
whether, inthe case of rural houses that were 
reported by the local authority under Section 11 
of the Housing Act, 1936, as being unfit for 
human habitation and the owner was willing 
and anxious to reconstruct and repair the 
property, he would agree to a licence being 
granted on the certificate of the local authority 
for the necessary labour and material by the 
Ministry of Works to be forthcoming up to a 
reasonable limit» for each rural district. 

Mr. L. J. Epwarps said that licences would 
normally be granted by the local authority in 
such cases, > 

Sir Racen Giyn asked the Minister of Health 
mm what basis were the limits of expenditure by 
local authorities fixed on a monthly rate for 
maintenance work on council houses; whether 
he was satisfied that for a group of 30 parishes 
the sum of £1,500 was adequate; and whether, 
in view of the representations he had received 
from the Rural Councils Association he would 
have a survey made of. such dwellings as were 
in need of urgent repair, so that the capital 
invested might be properly safeguarded. 

Mr. Epwarps ‘said that there were no limits: 
imposed on the maintenance expenditure on 
council houses. The figure*of £1,500 no doubt 
related to the monthly allowance for licences 
for private work and was regulated by the best 
estimate that could be made of the labour and 
materials likely to be available for the purpose. 
It was, of course, no use issuing licences whicl: 
the local resources did not permit to be

USE OF MATERIALS OTHER THAN AS LICENSED 
OFFENCE BY STRATFORD BUILDERS HELD “PURELY TECHNICAL” 


At West Him Magistrates’ Court on 
December 17, Arthur Webb, Ltd., build- 
ing contractors, 30, Romford-road, 
Stratford, E., were summoned for carry- 
ing out work in the repair and main- 
tenance Of a building at 37, Leytonstone- 
road, Stratford, without there being in 
force, in respect of such work, a licence 
granted by the Minister of Works. 

Mr. R. W. Burroughs Fg for 
West Ham Corporation, the licence- 
issuing authority, and Mr. R, L, Mason 
represented defendants. 

r. Burroughs said that on January 6 
last defendants made application to the 
Council for a building licence to carry 
out work at 37,. Leytonstone-road, Strat- 
ford. A licence was issued and the work 
began. On July 31 defendants applied 
for a supplementary licence to do addi- 
tional work to complete the job, and an 
the Council’s inspector going to the 
premises, he discovered that five items 
of work had.been carried out for which 
no licence was in force. They were not 
contained in the original licénce or the 
application for the supplementary 
licence. The inspector estimated the 
cost of that unlawful work at £40. 

Albert Ernest Hyde, inspector em- 
ployed by the Council in connection with 
the issue of building licences, said that 
the total cost of the works proposed to 
be done by defendants when they 
applied for a licence was £480. As a 
result of his inspection a licence was 
issued authorising work not to cost more 
than He did not have occasion to 
go to the premises again until August, 
after he had received an application 
from defendants for a licence to do more 
work. He then found work had been 
carried out which was not included in 
the licence which had been granted. 
There had been distempering of the front 
elevation, a ceiling of a washhouse had 
been completely covered with new 
plasterboards and distempered, instead 
of the match boarding ceiling being 
repaired, and an outside roof, instead of 
being overhauled and missing - tiles 
replaced, had been removed and a new 
roof of corrugated asbestos put on. In 
the roof was a skylight, which was 
originally 3 ft. i 2 ft., for .which 
authorisation had been given to repair 
and reglaze, and he found that a new 
light, 9 ft. by 3 ft.. had been fixed with 
new zine plates, and inside the light 20 
steel bars had been fitted as a precaution 
against burglars. His estimate of the 
cost of those five items of unauthorised 
work of £40 was a very conservative one. 

In answer to Mr. Mason, witness said 
he had been an inspector since July. 
146. He had no qualifications exce t 
3% years’ experience in the building trade 
as carpenter, general foreman and esti- 
mator. He examined defendants’ appli- 
cation in January and recommended a 
reduction of the amount estimated for 
the cost of the work from £480 to £260. 

Mr. Mason: How much is the value of 
the items deleted from the application? 
—About £130. 

And you have reduced the application 
by £220. You expect the contractors to 
do for £260 what they estimate at £3507— 
That’s right. 

Mr. Mason: In that case, the builders 
would either have to reduce the quality 
of the work or revise their specifications. 

Mr. A. A, Pereira (magistrate): Or 
teduce their price. 

Witness: Some contractors require a 
certain sum for work and others require 
5 per cent. more for the same work. To 
put it bluntly, the estimated cost in my 
éstimation was high for the works 
requested. 

n your 35 years’ experience have you 
éver known a single building contract to 
80 through without variations from the 
specification ?—When it has been ordered 
by the surveyor or architect on the job. 
When you are repairing bomb damage 





















you find unexpected things and you have 
to meet circumstances ?/—Yes. 

Mr. Mason suggested that it was an 
everyday occurrence to have to deviate 
from the specifications because of some- 
thing untoward which arose. and to sub- 
stitute one thing for another, just as 
defendants had substituted second-hand 
plasterboards for the ceiling in the 
washhouse for timber. 

Witness said the plasterboards were 
new. He agreed that defendanis ex- 
plained that, because so much sand, 
cement and tar had been used in patch- 
ing up the roof of the outside building, 
they found it impossible to repair it 
except by stripping it and putting on 
eeeers sheeting, but he did not accept 
that. 

If defendants had repaired it with 
pantiles it would have cost £20!—It 
would have cost about £30 to do it with 
fillets. 

If it was so bad that it had to be 
renewed and it was done with asbestos, 
it would cost about £10?—It would cost 
more than that. 

Jack Brian Parish, assistant manager of 
Arthur Webb, Ltd., who supervised the 
work, said that distemper was put on the 
front elevation of the premises because 
the workman who rendered it had been 
taught to finish a job properly, and after 
filling in the cracks he put on one coat 
of distemper to cover the fillings. The 
cost was not more than 15s. or 17s. 6d. He 
added that the match boarding in the 
washhouse ceiling was absolutely rotten 
and beyond repair, They would not have 
been allowed match boarding to replace 
it. They were able to get some second- 
hand plasterboards which were placed 
underneath and nailed up to the outside 
edges. That made a reasonable job, and 
then it was distempered. The cost of that 
roughly was about £7. If they had been 
allowed to get timber it would have cost 
anything up to £20. 

Witness added that in doing war 
damage work they never knew what 
hidden trouble they were up against 
especially in this instance when they had 
to clear away sc much before they could 
get on with the work. They were con- 
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tinually told by the Ministry to use 
alternative methods. When they came to 
repair the roof of the building in question 
they found so much sand, cement and 
tar had been used in making it water- 
tight during its life that it was in such a 
state that they considered putting asbestos 
sheeting on was the most effective method 
of dealing with it. The saving in cost was 
about £6. With regard to the roof-light, it 
had not been altered in size, It had been 
there ever since the premises were built 
and if they had altered the size they 
would have had to rebuild the roof. Ths 
burglar bars were demanded by the insur- 
ance company and cost £2 12s., including 
screwing them on. 

In reply to queens by Mr. Burroughs 
witness said he realised the necessity of 
controls, but sometimes they could get 
materials for one job and not for another, 
and a had to use the material they 
had. The point was that if they had a 
roof open and they had _ vorrugated 
asbestos to cover it they used it instead of 
=arng perhaps three or four months for 
tiles. 

Mr. Burroughs suggested to witness that 
it would not take three or four months 
to ring the Town Hall on the matter, and 
witness replied that they might give them 
permits to buy but that did not say they 
could get the materials, perhaps not for 
three or four months, 

Mr. Samuel Leroy Townsend Gree 
F.R.I.C.8., said that the area of the front 
elevation which had been once dis- 
tempered was 163 sq. yds, and would cost 
about 32s. or 33s. ith regard to the 
washhouse ceiling, the original match 
boarding had not been removed or 
touched and plasterboard had been 
nailed up on its underside. The plaster- 
board was second-hand and old nail holes 
could be seen in it. He thought it was a 
very good substitute. It was a sound idea 
and saved a lot of money. It was very 
doubtful if anyone would have been 
allowed to use timber for the job. He 
added that the building trade was en- 
couraged by the Ministry to do every- 
thing it could to use substitute materi 
for those in short supply. With regard to 
the penis roof he thought it was very 
much better to put asbestos sheeting on 
than new tiles which they could not get, 
and it was very much cheaper. The roo 
light was as old as the building in every 
part. He scraped paint off on either side 
and it was definitely not new timber. 

Witness was asked by Mr. Burroughs 
if he had occasion to apply for a supple- 
mentary licence, and in the course of 
doing work during three months he had 
used other things than were allowed; 
would he not make mention of it in apply- 
ing for the supplementary licence? 


Witness replied that that was the first 


time he had ever heard that point raised 
with regard to outside materials that were 
not controlled as long ag one did not use 


more than their licence money. He added 
that it had never been pointed out to 
him that he had to get a licence to use 
other material in substitution as long as 
he kept within his limits of £260, and as 
long as he did not infringe the 

tions about controlled material. As long 
as he did not use controlled materials 
which he should not use, and did not 
overstep the amount granted him by 
licence he did not think he was in- 
fringing the terms of the licence. He 
added that it was not specified in the 
licence that they could not use distemper 
or put asbestos on the roof. . 

Mr, Mason submitted as regards the 
front elevation of the premises that even 
if there was a departure from the in- 
structions on the licence it only amounted 
to a few shillings, and they were entitled 
to do work in any event up to £10, and 
£2 in any one month, They did not in- 
fringe the licence by distempering. ag 
were only excluded from using paint. If 
they had attempted to use timber for the 
ceiling where they used second-hand 
plasterboard they would have been open 
to great condemnation. They avoided 
using timber which was in exceedingly 
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‘short supply and the putting up of plaster- 
board was a matter for commendation of 
the builder. The burglar bars, he con- 
tended, were not a matter to do with the 
construction of the premises, but were 
tenant’s fixtures. 

Mr. Pereira, magistrate, thought there 
had been a technical offence as the licence 
stated that, no work should be carried out 
except that specified. emacs J to the 
details of it, he thought he should say 
that on questions of fact where there was 
conflict between the witness Hyde and 
witnesses for the defence, he accepted 
those for the defence. He thought Mr. 
Parish had given a very reasonable ex- 
planation of the causes of the expenditure 
which was only a very few pounds. He 
could not see that they had acted in any 
way unreasonably. He supposed it was 
true they should apply for a variation of 
the licence, but they had work to do and 
they did not do what strictly they should 
bave done. The question arose of what 
penalty he should impose. He would not 
impose any. It was purely a technical 
offence and he would dismiss the 
summons under the Probation of 
Offenders’ Act without costs. 


HOUSING FOR AGED 
PERSONS 


THE ‘“ CHURCHILL” SCHEME 
An account of the work being done by 
Church Army Housing, Ltd., in provid- 
ing homes for aged persons was given by 
Miss B. EK. ICHARDSON when she 
addressed the Old People’s Conference, 
the National Council of 


arganised by 
Social Service at the Conway Hall, 
London. 


Since the war, Church Army Housing 
Ltd., had been diverted from doing much 
new building, and had turned attention 
to things ‘which could be done im- 
mediately.. They started to buy existing 
houses and adapt them to provide bed- 
sitting rooms for elderly people. It was 
thought a ee gesture to dedicate the 
scheme, with his permission, to Mr. 
Winston Churchill. 

Eighteen months ago it was easier to 
find the necessary type of house than it 
is now. Freeholds were obtained if pos- 
sible, but in some cases long leases were 
accepted. As each tenant was to have 
her own bedsitting room, a minimum of 
eight fair-sized rooms was necessary ; more 
were preferable. At first, houses of not 
more than two storeys were thought ideal, 
but now it was thought there was an 
advantage in a higher floor, to provide 
accommodation for, say, professional 
‘ women whose need was great. The latter 
paid higher rents, and in this way helped 
the general finance of the house. Their 
presence also emphasised ‘the idea of non- 
segregation. 

A weaitable size of room was about 
200 ft. super, and not less than 160 it. 
super. For two persons this was increased 

ess there was a small separate kitchen 
or @ separate bedroom. When there was 
a large room, sufficient was partitioned 
off to make a small bedroom or kitchen, 
thug making «accommodation for two 
friends or sisters ready to share cooking 
and sitting accommodation, but liking to 
sleep separately. In the case of a married 
couple the extra kitchen was usually 
most popular. 7 

Rents averaged about 12s. for a single, 
and 17s. to £1 for a double, room. 
Incomes of tenants were ‘taken into 
account, and rent differentiation was 


common. 
Tenants must be over 60, in great need, 
with very small incomes (up to about 
£150 per annum). There was no maxi- 
mum age limit so long as the applicants 
were reasonably able-bodied. 
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IMPROVEMENTS IN HEATING 


APPLIANCES 


ADVANCES OF LAST 30 YEARS 

Somgz remarks on improvements in 
domestic heating appliances during the 
last 20 or 3 years were made by Dr. A. 
Parker, C.B.E., D.Sc., Director of Fuel 
Research at the Department of Scientific 
and Industvial Research, when he 
addressed the East. Midland Section of the 
Institute of Fuel. 


Dr. Parker said :— 


Within tho last 20 or 30 years, more 
efficient heating appliances for use in in- 
dividual houses in Great Britain have been 
developed and placed on the market. There 
have been improvements not only in gas 
and electric space heaters, water heaters, 
and cookers, but also in appliances using 
solid fuel to provide similar services. For 
example, there have been developed closed 
stoves, which are highly efficient for space 
heating and water heating, and cookers 


‘of the heat-storage type. These appliances 


have not only the advantage of high 
efficiency, at least twice as efficient as 
open coal-fires under ordinary working 
conditions, but they can be kept burning 
overnight at low rates of fuel consump- 
tion, thus adding to comfort and conveni- 
ence. In addition, they do not have the 
disadvantage of the open coal-fire of draw- 
ing into the house excessive quantities of 
cold air, which cause discomfort from 
draughts and carry away heat up the 
chimney. Some of the stoves are suitable 
for the circulation of hot water through 
radiators to provide full central heating or 
to give partial .or background heating 
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throughout the house. Fuels such as ap. 
thracite, low-volatile steam coal, and coke 
in suitable grades of size are more satis. 
factory than bituminous coal with these 
closed stoves and boilers and they have 
the advantage of producing very littl. 
smoke. They give about the same amount 
of sulphurous gases as with coal for the 
same weight of fuel; there is no practicable 
method of preventing emission of sy). 
— gases from household appliances 
urning solid fuel. 


Closed and openable stoves of the kind 
mentioned were available in limited nun. 
bers before the war; and those house. 
holders who had had experience of using 
those stoves were favourably impressed 
with them. The stoves would no doubt 
have been produced in much larger num. 
bers if there had been the derhand. |t 
might well be asked why they were not in 
greater demand. There are several reasons. 
Perhaps the most important factor 
was that we in Great Britain have long 
been accustomed to the open fire, burning 
coal, with its ever-changing flames and 
cheerful appearance, and serving as 4 
centre of the group of family and friends 
in their leisure hours. 


During the last few years, with the 
object of providing more efficient appli- 
ances, while taking into account the 
prosewiiey that the British custom of 
eating by open fires can only be changed 
gradually, there have been designed open 
fires which burn bituminous coal with the 
production of less smoke than from open 
fires of the usual type. Some of these 
new designs can be closed by a cover to 
allow for slow continuous burning during 
the night or at other times as required. 
There can also be provision for heating 
water, for cooking, and for heating air 
which can be carried by ducts into the 





























































same room or into other rooms. With of 
provision for water heating and convee- fo 
tion heating by warm air, particularly if th 
some of the air to the fire is drawn direct re 
by duct from outside instead of through he 
the room, these new fires are much mor 
efficient than the traditional open fir, w! 
though not so efficient as the best of the ex 
modern openable stoves and closed stoves. m: 
However, no small domestic appliance suit in 
able for an individual house i yet been ati 
developed which will burn bituminous coal vic 
without producing an appreciable quantity vo 
of smoke. wa 
Thé modern openable stoves are so de- an 
signed that doors at the front, sometimes hig 
with windows, can be opened to give the a 
appearance of the open fire, or closed to att 
«serve more as closed stoves. Most of these thi 
stoves include a boiler for hot water, and for 
some have arrangements for warming alt iS 
for circulation into the same room or other mig 
rooms. The boiler can also be used to ci- dat 
culate hot water through radiators. b yea 
addition, there are designs which provide had 
for the three services of cooking, water £47 
heating, and space heating. With these was 
stoves it is generally preferable to us froz 
graded smokeless fuel rather than bite tive 
minous coal. These latest appliances aN mer 
at least twice as efficient in the use of the ‘hae 
fuel under ordinary household conditios weir 
as the older appliances with open fires. wos

It was, 
in fact, certain that all but a very small 
number of operatives in the industries 
were enjoying ‘the benefits of the scheme. 

The company was nearing the end of 
five years’ administration of the Holidays 
with Pay Scheme, and its experience had 
proved the wisdom with which the 
Agreement hhad been framed. Most of the 
complaints which had been made had been 
due to the fact that it had not always 
been recognised tthat the agreement was 
directed to the main objective of ensuring 
that operatives in the industries would 
be able to have holidays with pay. It 
was not directed merely to the accumula- 
tion of a sum of money to be paid with- 
out regard ito holidays. Judged by this 
main objective, the scheme had been very 
successful, and it still stood as the most 
effective scheme for industries in which 
there was a considerable movement of 
operatives from employer to employer. 
It was one of the great advantages of 
proceeding by voluntary agreement that 
modifications could be made, on the basis 
of experience, easily and without undue 
formality. We one | seen an example of 
this in the Supplementary Agreement 
relating to the dates for the payment of 
holiday credits and other matters. 

There. was, of course, a small minority 
who were not loyal to agreements which 
expressed the wishes of the overwhelming 
majority of those engaged in the 
industries. Such people, by their 
attempted exercise of extreme  indi- 
vidualism, were the main threat to a 
voluntary system, but the right course 
was to apply compulsion to them alone 
and to leave free those who showed a 
higher sense of communal duty. This was 
a matter, however, to which constant 
attention should be given, because it was 
this minority who provided the excuse 
for general compulsory policies. 

Some reference to the current position 
might bbe of interest to members. Up to 
date £3,085,546 had been received this 
year in respect of stamps sold; £2,778,269 
had been reimbursed to contractors, and 
£478,714 paid direct to operatives, which 
was in respect of 65,549 claims received 
from employers and 210,283 from opera- 
tives. The average period of reimburse- 
ment to employers had been approximately 
three days, despite considerable incon- 
venience caused by the removal of the 
cena department to Walham 
xreen. 


Electrical ‘‘ Abnormal Conditions ”’ 
Allowance. 


The National Joint Industrial Council 
has agreed to increase the- amount of 
Abnormal Conditions money in the elee- 
trical trades from the present rate of 
ls, per day to the rate of 1s. 6d. per day. 
This increase comes into effect on the 
third pay-day in January next for the 
pay period covered by that pay-day.

CONCRETE FLOORS AND 


ROOFS 


BRITISH STANDARD CODE OF 
PRACTICE 

Drart British Standard Code of Practice 
114,100, entitled ‘‘ Concrete Floors and 
Roofs,’’ being part of the main code 114 
(‘ Structural Use of Normal Reinforced 
Concrete in Building ’’), has been issued 
for comment. It has been prepared on 
behalf of the Codes of Practice Committee 
by a committee convened by the Institution 
a Structural Engineers. 


The code deals fully -with design con- 
siderations in the construction of suspended 
floors, roofs and stair slabs of all the 
normal types of reinforced concrete design, 
and five sub-codes included deal specific- 
ally with the more particularised forms of 
construction. 


Full information is given upon exchanges 
of information advisable between interested 
parties before and during construction, and 
attention is paid to the bearing of this 
matter upon the time schedule. 


Recommendations are made concerning 
the aggregates for concrete and the selec- 
tion of material for formwork. The de- 
sign section includes detailed rules for the 
bending moments in floor panels supported 
on four sides with various edge conditions, 
and some guidance on the effect of concen. 
trated loads. 


Pariicular attention is paid in the work- 
manship section to formwork construction, 
erection and stripping. Further details, 
according to the types of construction indi- 
cated by their titles, are given in the five 
other sub-codes included in this one docu- 
ment : 114101, ‘‘ Floors and roofs of solid 
and roofs of precast concrete’’; 114102, 
‘* Floors and roofs of flat slab construc- 
tion’’; 114103, ‘‘ Floors and roofs of 
ribbed construction’’; 114104, ‘* Floors 
and roofs of precast concrete’’; 114105, 
‘* Floors. and roofs of filter concrete slab 
construction with or without self centering 
hollow clay blocks.” 


Comments are invited, and will be wel- 
comed by the Codes of Practice Committee. 
They should be forwarded by January 13. 
It is to be observed that the codes are in 
draft and are subject to amendment before 
final publication.

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OFFICIAL NOTIFICATIONS 


Import of Machinery Free of Duty. 
Under Section 10 of the Finance Act, 
1932, as amended, the Treasury are em- 
owered, after consultation with the 
oard of Trade, to license the duty-free 
importation of machinery. It is a statu- 
tory requirement that application for the 
issue of a licence under the Section 
should be made before the machinery is 
imported. 


Timber from Gold Coast. 

The Board of Trade announces that the 
following ‘‘ Notice” has been issued by 
the Gold Coast Government to timber 
exporters in the Gold Coast: Section 3 
and Section 4 of Control of Timber Order 
has been rescinded with effect from 
December 13 last, and shippers will there- 
upon be free to ship logs, sawn timber 
and veneers to any destination. In the 
case of United Kingdom, shipments must 
be made to or on behalf of the Timber 
Control. In view of the currency situa- 
tion, shippers are requested to give pre- 
ference to supplies for hard currency 
countries in respect of new contracts. 

Timber Control United Kingdom is pre- 
pared to consider requests for revision of 
existing contracts including substitution 
of increased proportion of species other 
than mahogany and extension of period 
for delivery. 


Pressed Steel Baths. 

In the previous note, ‘“‘ Baths No, 1” 
(July, 1946), it was stated by the Ministry 
of Health that for the time being the out- 

ut of pressed steel vitreous enamelled 
baths would be reserved for the B.I.S.F. 
house. This is no longer necessary, and 
supplies are, therefore, now available for 
the general housing programme. Local 
authorities are accordingly at liberty to 
specify pressed steel baths for their new 
houses, and are advised to consider doing 
so as an alternative to the cast-iron 
vitreous enamelled types in view of the 
pressure on the available supplies of the 
latter. 

Pressed steel baths are now covered by 
a British standard specification (B.S.1390/ 
1947), and those types which conform to 
that B.S. may be accepted as a satisfac- 
tory alternative to cast-iron baths, It 
is essential, however, that they should be 
carefully handled, but if the detailed in- 
structions issued by the makers in regard 
to unloading, handling and fixing are 
complied with, no damage should be 
sustained. 


£10 BUILDING LIMIT TO 
REMAIN 


Tue Minister of Works has made an 
Order (Control of Building Operations 
(No. 10) Order, 1947, SR. & O. 1947, 
No. 2698) prescribing for a further six 
months financial limits similar to those in 
force for the period ending January 31 
next. 

During the period February 1 to July 31 
next, therefore, the amount which may be 
spent on building work to any property 
without licence is limited to £10. In 
addition, not more than £2 may be spent 
on any property in any calendar month (on 
a non-cumulative basis) during the period.

Veneered Aluminium. 

Messrs. Venesta, Lid. Vintry House, 
Queen-street-place, E.C.4, are now making 
a new material known as “ Vendura.” 
It consists of aluminium sheet with 
wood veneer cemented on one or both 
sides and can be compared with plywood 
with a centre ply of metal. It is claimed 
that “ Vendura” is fire resisting and 
combines many of the. advantages of 
both wood and metal. It can be glued 
like wood and riveted like metal and is 
available veneered with various woods, 
including walnut, mahogany, oak, and 
sycamore. 

A Diesel Shutter Dumper. 

Messrs. Aveling-Barford, Ltd.,_ en- 
gineers, Invicta Works, Grantham, have 
recently published a pamphlet contain- 
ing details and _ several action photo- 
graphs of the Aveling-Barford 44-cubic 
yard diesel shutter dumper. This piece 
of plant is suitable as a haulage unit for 
the medium haul from the medium ex- 
eavator on big contracts. It is fitted with 
the Aveling-Barford shuttle control, with 
four speeds available in either direction, 
enabling it to be used as a truck as well 
as a dumper. As mentioned, it is diese] 
powered and it is claimed that in a 
normal working day it uses less than five 
gallons of low-cost fuel. 


Modernisation of Mines. 

The advantages of utilising concrete in 
the — extensive modernisation of 
the British mine are numerous; not only 
can it be used in construction at a low 
initial cost, but it is durable, fire-resist- 
ing and rigid. Outstanding examples of 
the economic use of concrete both at the 
pit-head and underground are illustrated 
in a booklet entitled ‘‘ Concrete in 
Collieries,”’ which is obtainable free of 
charge on —- to the Cement and 
Concrete ssociation, 52, Grosvenor 
Gardens, London, S.W.1.

The 
booklet sets forth a number of sugges- 
tions for economies in the use of timber, 
brickwork, roof tiling and labour costs in 
house building and discusses such 
matters as the effective pitch of roofs and 
weight in roofing. A chart is given which 
details the cost of brickwork timber and 
labour above plate level at different 
pitches using a standard plan, and 
several illustrations are included of some 
notable buildings and housés on which 
clay roofing tiles have been fitted.

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‘Mechanical Resurfacing. 


A mechanical resurfacing machine, 
which is capable of laying with equal 
facility all types of bituminous road sur- 
facing, has aroused considerable interest 
in the Horse Guards Approach-road, St. 
James’s Park, London, where it has re- 
cently been used for resurfacing with tar- 
macadam. The machine is a British-built 
Barber-Greene Finisher, manufactured 
by Barber-Greene Olding and Co., Ltd., 
who are also responsible for export sales, 
and was chosen for this work by the con- 
tractors, Messrs. Mowlem Paving Co., 
Ltd., in order that dislocation of traffic 
should be reduced to the minimum. 


For this particular work, the Finisher, 
which is capable of laying 8) tons per 
hour, has been depositing a 34-in. surface. 
Thickness of surfacing may be varied 
between 4 in. and 6 in., as required, whilst 
the. width of carpet laid is adjustable 
between 8 ft: and 12 ft. in 3-in. incre- 
ments, enabling the machine to accommo- 
date itself to varying widths of roads. 
The speed at which the Finisher travels 
ranges from 8 ft. to 44 ft. per minute, 
being governed by the width and thick- 
ness of the carpet. 

The operation of the machine is con- 
tinuous for, as it moves along on its 
crawler tracks, it pushes before it the 
lorry from which it is being fed. When 
it has completed its work, which includes 
spreading the mix, filling up inequalities 
in the sub-grade and tamping the material 
into place. only a-light roller is required 
to consolidate the lay.

The screw- 
driver is electrically driven, is portable 
and easily handled. Tests recently 
carried out show that an operator driving 
a 3-in. No. 12 screw into seasoned timber 
takes 24 seconds to carry out the opera- 
tion when using the Black and Decker 
electric screwdriver and 35 seconds when 
repeating the operation with an ordinary 
screwdriver. he electric screwdriver 
can be used for wood, self-tapping and 
machine screws, and light nut-running, 
every screw being driven home with uni- 
form pressure. 


NEWS ITEMS 


Road Maintenance. 

The British Road Federation has long 
held the opinion that the cuts in money 
and labour which are being imposed upon 
those responsible for highway mainten- 
ance will prove disastrous to the social and 
economic structure of the country. This 
opinion has had substantial support from 
local authorities, who are eventually 
responsible for the essential maintenance 
of our highway system. During the past 
few months the monetary grants for this 
work have been cut by nearly 40 per cent. 
and it is now proposed to reduce the 
labour force by 20,000 (estimated at 25 
per cent. of the existing number) to be 
followed by a further unspecified financial 
reduction. 

These reductions follow the war period 
when, for six years, such work was neces- 
sarily reduced below the safety margin, 
and the Federation feels that unless this 
policy is changed the country faces a 
breakdown in our system of road com- 
munications. 

A letter expressing these points has beer 
sent by the Federation to Sir Stafford 
Cripps and to the Minister of Transport. 


Yale Division of Arts. 

Prof. Charles Sawyer, Director of the 
newly created Division of the Ants at Yale 
University, has announced the reorganisa- 
tion of the Department of Architecture as 
the first project of the Division. Pro- 
fessor Harold D. Hauf, Professor of 
Architectural Engineering, is to serve as 
Chairman of the Department of Architec- 
ture; Edward D. Stone, of New York 
City, will be associated with Mr. Hauf 
as the Senior Critic in Architectural De- 
sign. Supplementing the usual series of 
Visiting Critics, which for years, says Mr. 
Sawyer, ‘‘ have been an important part of 
the Yale tradition,’ will be a number of 
Visiting Critics in residence, each of whom 
will stay for a period of five weeks to 
supervise’a major problem in advanced 
design. These appointments include: 
Louis I. Kahn, of Philadelphia; Paul 
Schweikher, a graduate of the Yale School 
of the Fine Arts; Carl Koch; and Gard- 
ner Dailey, a member of the San Francisco 
Planning Commission.

Hall of Merchant Adventurers, York. 


The Company of Merchant Adventurers 
of the City of York is embarking on the 
restoration and improvement of the com- 
pany’s ancient hall, which lies between 
Piccadilly and Fossgate, York. The esti- 
mated cost is about £12,000, of which 
£8,000 will be needed for the rebuilding 
of dilapidated property fronting on Foss- 
gate. The hall was built between 1357 
and 1368 by the Mercers of York. A re- 
port prepared by an honorary panel of 
architects, whose chairman was Mr. J. 
Stuart Syme, has outlined a scheme of 
restoration by which, if it can be carried 
out in full, the hall will be well preserved 
and equipped in a way that will much ex- 
tend its usefulness. As the company’s pre- 
sent resources are needed for current pur- 
poses of upkeep and maintenance, a build- 
ing fund has been created for the special 
purpose of carrying out the projected 
scheme. 


Building Cuts: Resolution Sent to P.M. 

The London County Council Branch of 
the Association of Building Technicians 
has sent a resolution to the Prime Min- 
ister deploring the proposed cuts to be 
made in the building programme. The 
resolution goes on to state: ‘‘ These cuts 
would have a disastrous effect on hous- 
ing and the social services, and they 
will seriously impair the capital re- 
equipment for industrial production. . . 
Alternative sources of timber from soft 
currency areas should be developed. Any 
attempt to solve the nation’s man- 
power problem by cutting the building 
labour force will sesult in the disorgani- 
sation of that industry and in unemploy- 
ment.’’ ;

The Central Electricity Board has 
reviewed its programme of generating 
lant extensions in consequence of the 
Governasent’s decision, outlined in the 
recent White Paper on capital invest- 
ment in 1948, to limit the output capacity 
of new plant coming into service in 1950 
and subsequent years to 1,500,000 kilo- 
watts a year. The programmes for 1951 
and 1952 have now been revised and 
reduced to levels complying with the 
Government’s limitation on new output 
capacity coming into service in those 
years. These revised programmes com- 
prise a total of 2,287,000 kilowatts, which 
represents a reduction of 1,636,500 kilo- 
watts on the original figure of 3,923,500 
kilowatts.
